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THE   PURPOSE  OF  THE   INSTITUTION 

The  State  Normal  School  at  Valley  City,  North  Dakota,  is 
•maintained  by  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers 
for  the  elementary  schools,  both  rural  and  urban.  The  curri- 
culum and  regulations  of  the  school  are  formed,  therefore, 
with  a  direct  reference  to  this  double  purpose — the  instruction 
and  training  of  teachers.  The  studies  are  selected  with  ref- 
erence to  their  pedagogical  value.  It  is  not  the  aim  to  give  a 
mere  academic  view  of  them.  The  school  does  aim  to  give  the 
student  a  teacher's  view  of  each  subject,  in  order  that  he  may 
be  efficient  in  the  education  of  others. 

The  teacher's  knowiedge  is  three-fold;  first,  of  subject  mat- 
ter; second,  of  the  individual  to  be  taught;  third,  of  methods 
of  procedure,  this  to  be  acquired  as  an  art  in  the  training 
school.  These  are  the  three  ends,  but  to  make  these  three 
*ends  efficient,  the  school  takes  great  pains  that  all  candidates 
for  its  diploma  are  persons  of  high  character. 

By  its  practice  in  teaching  and  by  its  careful  supervision  of 
the  student's  life  and  work  in  the  outside  activities  of  the 
school,  the  institution  hopes  to  initiate  its  students  into  life 
-and  to  give  them  a  knowledge  of  the  ways  of  the  world,  so  as 
to  make  them  intelligent  and  interested  citizens  in  the  com- 
munities where  they  teach. 

Thorough  scholarship  results  from  interested  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  student  directed  by  wise  instruction.  Instructors 
in  a  Normal  School  should  be  specialists  in  subject  matter  as 
Avell  as  expert  teachers.  This  school,  fortunately,  has  such  a 
corps  of  instructors,  teachers  as  well  as  specialists. 

Comenius  says,  "Let  the  things  that  have  to  be  done  be 
learned  in  doing  them."  Real  skill  in  teaching  can  be  best 
acquired  by  teaching.  Abundant  opportunity  is  afforded  in 
the  training  school  for  practice  in  the  art  of  teaching,  the 
observation  of  children  and  of  expert  teaching. 

But  the  practice  of  an  art  must  be  founded  upon  rational 
theory.  The  professional  department  of  the  institution  offers 
ample  opportunity  for  the  study  of  psychology,  particularly 
child  psychology,  educational  theory,  the  observation  of  chil- 
dren in  the  training  school,  the  kindergarten,  and  the  play 
ground.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

HISTORY 

The  Stare  Normal  School  was  located  at  Valley  City  by  the 
•Constitutional  convention.  The  act  founding  it  was  approved 
on  March  S,  1S90,  and  the  school  was  first  opened  on  October 
13  of  the  same  year,  in  a  room  rented  for  that  purpose.  The 
first  maintenance  was  provided  for  by  an  appropriation  bill 
passed  on  March  2  and  approved  on  March  7.  1S92.  A  Board 
-of  Management  was  appointed  and  the  school  opened  its  doors 
for  the  second  session  on  September  2S.  1S91.  supported  by 
funds  appropriated  by  the  state.  Its  first  building  was  dedi- 
cated on  September  6.  1S92.  Since  that  time  it  has  erected  or 
purchased  for  its  use  ten  other  buildings.  The  first  class  was 
graduated  in  June.  1S94.  There  were  three  members  in  the 
class.  The  graduates  of  the  institution  now  number  more 
than  2,000. 

As  mentioned  above,  the  State  Normal  School  was  originally 
under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Management  of  five  members 
whose  only  interest  was  that  of  this  one  school.  A  law  creat- 
ing a  Board  of  State  Normal  School  Trustees  was  enacted  in 
1913.  and  all  Normal  Schools  of  the  state  were  brought  under 
Its  authority.  This  organization  was  superseded,  in  1915.  by 
the  State  Board  of  Begents.  consisting  of  five  members,  who 
controlled  all  of  the  state  educational  institutions.  Since 
July.  1919.  the  Board  of  Administration  has  had  the  manage- 
ment of  this  institution  under  its  control. 

LOCATION    AND    ENVIRONMENT 

Valley  City,  the  seat  of  Barnes  county,  is  a  thrifty  little  city 
of  .".coo  inhabitants.  It  is  located  at  the  junction  of  two 
trans-continental  railroads,  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the 
Saulte  Ste.  Marie,  and.  therefore,  is  of  easy  access  from  all 
parrs  of  the  state  and  the  country.  All  trains  stop  at  Valley 
City. 

Valley  City  is  one  of  the  most  up-to-dare  of  the  smaller 
cities  in  the  Northwest.  As  a  center  of  a  large  trade,  and  as 
a  city  of  industrial  importance  it  stands  high  among  the  com- 
munities of  its  size.  Its  large,  beautiful  parks,  and  it»  streets 
and   walks  are  well   kept.     The  city  has   an   excellent   system 
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of  schools.  A  Carnegie  free  library  offers  advantages  to  stu- 
dents. There  are  churches  of  nearly  every  denomination,  and 
civic  organizations  are  numerous  and  well  supported.  The 
largest  flour  mill  in  the  state  and  the  great  trestle  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroad  are  a  constant  source  of  interest. 
The  site  of  the  city  is  picturesque,  beautiful,  and  healthful,, 
and  makes  possible  abundant  opportunity  for  profitable  field 
work  in  geography,  geology,  agriculture,  and  nature  study. 

Valley  City  is  a  clean  city  wiht  a  high  moral  tone.  Its  peo- 
ple are  hospitable.  They  co-operate  readily  with  the  authori- 
ties of  the  school  to  make  the  life  of  the  student  away  fron* 
home  as  pleasant,  profitable,  and  wholesome  as  possible.  They 
open  their  homes  to  students  who  do  not  make  the  dormitories" 
their  home,  and  provide  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  work  of" 
a  high  grade. 

Such  homes  are  near  the  campus ;  and,  in  fact,  the  short 
distance  of  the  school  from  the  railroad  stations,  and  the- 
centers  of  the  city's  principal  activities,  even  the  arrangement 
of  the  buildings  on  the  campus,  are  matters  that  save  the* 
student  here  much  time  and  avoid  unnecessary  distraction* 
from  his  everyday  work.  All  of  these  conditions  and  influ- 
ences, and  many  others,  make  Valley  City  an  ideal  place  for  a 
state  educational  institution. 

GROUNDS 

The  campus  of  the  State  Normal  School  consists  of  approxi- 
mately fifty  acres  of  beautifully  wooded  park.  It  is  bordered 
on  the  one  side  by  the  Sheyenne  river  and  on  the  other  by 
the  tree-covered  hillsides,  with  sufficient  level  upland  for 
athletic  grounds,  school  gardens,  etc.  It  is  a  picturesque  and 
beautiful  campus,  the  object  of  much  comment  on  the  part  of 
visitors,  and  estimated  by  many  to  be  the  most  beautiful 
natural  site  for  a  school  in  the  Northwest.  The  buildings  are- 
situated  at  the  foot  of  the  higti  bluffs  to  the  rear  of  the 
campus. 

In  addition  to  the  campus,  the  State  Normal  School  has- 
recently  acquired  an  institution  farm  of  some  thirty  acres,  on 
the  level  river  bottom  west  of  the  city,  but  only  three  or  four 
blocks  from  the  campus.  On  this  farm  are  produced  the  vege- 
tables for  use  in  the  dormitories  and  fodder  for  the  teams, 
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and  for  the  cattle  that  produce  the  dairy  products  consumed 
in  the  dormitories  and  the  department  of  home  economics. 
There  are  modern  horse  and  cow  stables,  a  silo,  and  other 
buildings,  all  designed  to  give  students  correct  ideas  of  well- 
arranged  farm  buildings  suited  especially  to  the  farms  and 
the  climate  of  North  Dakota. 

Classes  in  agriculture  use  a  portion  idfl  tke  ^arrn  for  demon- 
stration purposes,  putting  into  operation  thptb^neories  expound- 
ed in  the  class  room  and  learning  in  a  practical  way,  among 
other  things,  the  lessons  of  crop  rotation,  the  treatment  of 
seeds,  the  preparation  of  the  soil,  and  the  conduct  of  school 
gardens — valuable  lessons  that  a  teacher  in  an  agricultural 
state  needs  to  know. 

Opportunity  is  also  offered  to  learn  in  a  practical  way  how 
to  care  for  horses,  cattle,  and  other  livestock,  how  to  admin- 
ister the  tubercular  test,  how  to  use  the  Babcock  test,  etc. 

BUILDINGS 

The  work  of  the  State  Normal  School  is  conducted  in  nine 
large  buildings,  all  scientifically  heated  and  ventilated.  The 
buildings  used  most  for  general  purposes  are  the  auditorium 
building,  the  science  building,  the  main  building,  the  training 
school,  and  the  industrial  arts  building.  These  are  all  so 
connected  by  enclosed  corridors  that  students  may  pass  from 
one  to  the  other  without  going  out  of  doors,  making  a  desir- 
able arrangement  in  a  varying  climate. 

The  auditorium  building  is  at  the  west  end  of  the  group  and 
contains,  as  its  name  implies,  the  general  assembly  room  of 
the  school.  This  great  hall,  capable  of  seating  1,200  persons, 
with  its  large  stage  and  anterooms,  will  accommodate  any 
dramatic  or  concert  performance  the  school  may  lend  its 
auspices  to.  On  the  floors  below  are  classrooms  used  by  the 
departments  of  history,  mathematics,  and  rural  school  studies. 

The  science  building,  erected  in  1903,  furnishes  the  principal 
classrooms  and  laboratories  for  the  teaching  of  physics,  chem- 
istry, geography,  and  biology.  It  contains  also  the  lavatories 
and  bathrooms  used  by  the  athletic  teams  and  students  in 
physical  education.  The  library  occupies  a  large  part  of  the 
second  floor,  while  the  third  floor  is  used  for  gymnasium 
purposes. 
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The  main  building,  erected  in  1892,  while  the  smallest  of  the 
group,  is  named  so  because  it  is  the  oldest  and  is  centrally 
located.  Here  are  found  the  administrative  offices  of  the 
school  and  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  departments  of  public 
school  art,  commerce,  public  school  music,  and  the  museums. 

The  trainings  ^kMu>l,  erected  in  1905,  occupies  the  large 
building  at  theVor&u~sr  end  of  the  group.  It  contains  four  large 
classrooms,  each  seating  two  grades.  These  rooms  are  sur- 
rounded by  numerous  recitation  rooms  used  by  student  teach- 
ers in  the  conduct  of  the  different  classes.  This  building  also 
contains  a  small  gymnasium  for  the  use  of  children  in  the 
training  school,  offices  of  the  supervisor  and  critics,  library, 
toilets,  and  all  the  necessities  to  complete  an  up-to-date  ele- 
mentary school.  The  rooms  on  the  third  floor  are  used  by  the 
literary  societies. 

The  industrial  arts  building,  erected  in  1911,  is  the  newest 
building  on  the  campus.  It  is  of  complete  fire-proof  construc- 
tion and  accommodates  the  departments  of  home  economics, 
manual  training,  and  agriculture.  The  rooms  on  each  floor  are 
arranged  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  the  different  activities  in 
these  departments.  Such  arrangements  are  apparent  in  other 
buildings,  and  classroom  and  equipment  throughout  the  insti- 
tution are  so  related  to  each  other  as  to  allow  for  a  maximum 
of  efficiency  in  instruction.  The  State  Normal  School  owns 
and  operates  its  own  central  heating  and  lighting  plant. 

A  system  of  numbering  the  rooms  has  been  developed  where- 
by the  new  student  or  stranger  may  find  any  room  to  which  he 
may  be  referred  by  number.  All  rooms  in  the  auditorium  are 
numbered  from  100  to  199,  25  numbers  being  devoted  to  each 
floor.  The  first  floor,  therefore,  contains  all  rooms  numbered 
below  125 ;  the  second  floor,  all  rooms  numbered  from  125  to 
149;  the  third  floor,  all  rooms  numbered  from  150  to  174;  the 
fourth  floor,  all  rooms  numbered  from  175  to  199.  A  similar 
plan  obtains  in  science  hall  except  in  this  building  all  rooms 
are  numbered  from  200  to  299 ;  in  the  main  building,  they  are 
numbered  from  300  to  399 ;  in  training  school,  from  400  to  499 ; 
and  in  the  industrial  arts  building,  from  500  to  599.  It  is  not 
to  be  understood,  of  course,  that  there  are  as  many  rooms  as 
the  highest  numbers  might  indicate. 
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THE   SCHOOL  TERMS 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  four  terms,  three  terms  of 
twelve  weeks  and  a  summer  term  of  six  weeks. 

The  first,  or  fall  term,  begins  the  last  Tuesday  in  September 
or  the  first  Tuesday  in  October  as  may  be  necessary  to  make- 
possible  the  closing  of  the  twelve-week  term  just  prior  to  the- 
Christmas  season.  The  second  term  of  twelve  wTeeks  begins 
the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  closing  late  in  March.  The 
third  term  of  twelve  weeks  usually  begins  the  first  Tuesday  in. 
April  and  closes  with  the  commencement  exercises.  A  sum- 
mer term  of  six  weeks  follows  this  third  term,  and  closes- 
early  in  August. 

FEDERAL   RECOGNITION 

This  school  has  been  selected  by  the  federal  government 
(the  only  school  in  North  Dakota)  for  the  establishment  of  a 
department  of  hygiene  and  physical  education.  Federal  ap- 
propriations enable  the  institution  to  employ  a  school  physi- 
cian who  gives  all  of  her  time  to  the  school.  Physical,  medical, 
and  dental  examinations  are  given  to  all  students,  health* 
conferences  are  held,  and  follow-up  work  is  carried  on. 
Courses  in  hygiene  and  physical  education,  offered  by  this; 
new  department,  are  outlined  under  "Description  of  Courses." 

MUSICAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  carefully  graded  courses  in. 
voice,  violin,  and  piano.  The  work  is  in  charge  of  thoroughly 
competent  instructors,  and  it  has  proved  to  be  a  very  popular 
part  of  the  students'  activities  in  preparation  for  the  teaching 
field.  It  is  held  that  every  teacher  to  be  entirely  successful, 
should  have  some  knowledge  of  music.  For  a  detailed  de- 
scription of  courses,  fees,  etc.,  see  pages  00 — 00. 

All  students  interested  in  orchestral  wTork  are  eligible  to> 
become  members  of  the  State  Normal  School  orchestra  which* 
is  composed  almost  entirely  of  students  and  presents  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  students  to  become  proficient  in 
orchestral  work.  Students  may  also  become  members  of  the 
Valley  City  Municipal  Orchestra,  which  gives  bi-weekly- 
municipal   concerts,  free  to  the  public  in  the  Normal  School! 
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Auditorium.  Both  organizations  are  conducted  by  the  dean  of 
music. 

A  competent  instructor  is  provided  for  students  seeking  an 
opportunity  for  band  practice,  or  for  private  lessons  on  band 
instruments.  Instruments  are  furnished  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  bring  their  own,  and  several  rehearsals  are  held 
each  week.  The  organization  makes  one  or  more  public  ap- 
pearances during  the  year. 

Class  lessons  are  offered  free  of  charge  to.  all  regular  stu- 
dents of  the  school  in  violin,  piano,  and  other  orchestra  as 
well  as  band  instruments,  and  many  students  take  advantage 
of  this  splendid  opportunity  of  securing  musical  instruction. 

For  a  number  of  years,  The  Normalonians  have  represented 
the  school  in  a  musical  way  in  many  out-of-town  concerts. 
The  young  ladies  who  form  this  organization  are  carefully 
selected  for  their  vocal  attainments,  and  while  the  member- 
ship may  reach  as  high  as  thirty-five  or  forty,  the  number  is 
limited  for  concert  tours  at  the  discretion  of  the  director. 

Opportunity  is  offered  for  those  who  have  sufficiently  good 
voices  among  the  young  men  students  to  form  a  Glee  Club 
with  regular  rehearsals  each  week  under  the  direction  of  a 
competent  instructor. 

The  department  of  music  each  year  lends  its  auspices  to  a 
set  of  recitals  and  concerts  by  out-of-town  artists,  and  from 
time  to  time  has  brought  to  the  State  Normal  School  such 
artists  as  Nordica,  Melba,  Schumann-Heink,  Sembrich,  Gadski, 
Oscar   Seagle,    Riccardo   Martin,    Marion   Green,    and   others. 

Work  in  any  of  the  branches  of  the  department  of  music, 
which  occupies  one  hour  a  day,  either  of  lesson  or  practice, 
or  both,  and  for  which  the  instructor  in  charge  shall  give  a 
passing  grade,  entitles  the  student  to  a  half  credit  each  term. 
Any  student  devoting  double  the  amount  of  time  will  be  en- 
titled to  a  whole  credit  for  each  term  of  such  work. 

THE  VALLEY  CITY  CHAUTAUQUA 

The  Valley  City  Chautauqua  Association  offers  annually  a 
program  of  instruction  and  entertainment,  beginning  during 
the  last  week  of  June  and  lasting  for  several  days.  Every 
student  of  the  summer  school  is  presented  with  a  season 
ticket  to  all  programs  without  charge,  further  than  the  pay- 
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meiit  of  $2.50  required  of  all  students  upon  matriculation. 
The  noted  orators,  preachers,  and  lecturers  of  the  country, 
musical  organizations  and  artists,  and  entertainers  of  the 
better  sort,  appear  on  the  various  programs  in  the  large  steel 
auditorium  in  Chautauqua  Park,  making  an  unusual  appeal  to 
students,  especially.  While  some  of  the  programs  necessarily 
conflict  with  regular  class-work,  the  programs  at  the  Chau- 
tauqua and  the  school  are  so  arranged  that  students  may  avail 
themselves  of  all  attractions  of  greatest  educational  value, 
and  of  all  evening  programs,  and  those  announced  for  Sundays 
and  Mondays.  Arrangements  may  be  made  by  students  to 
camp  on  the  grounds  while  the  Chautauqua  is  in  session,  and 
enjoy  outdoor  life  while  attending  school. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES 

The  students  of  the  State  Normal  School  regularly  support 
four  voluntary  literary  societies.  The  senior  society,  the 
Atheneum,  maintained  for  exercises  in  essay,  debate,  and  par- 
liamentary practice,  is  open  to  young  men  and  young  women 
and  meets  once  a  week  for  literary  work.  The  Clionian 
literary  society  offers  the  same  opportunities  to  young  women. 
The  young  men  of  the  school  maintain  the  E.  B.  C.  society  for 
the  encouragement  of  debate  and  other  forms  of  literary  work. 
The  Philomathian  society,  formerly  known  as  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics society,  also  meets  once  a  week,  presenting  programs 
that  include  papers  of  especial  interest  to  students  of  that 
department,  as  well  as  debates,  music,  etc.,  and  other  features 
of  the  usual  literary  program.  All  of  these  literary  societies 
hold  their  meetings  in  their  respective  halls  each  Saturday 
evening  of  the  school  year.  Within  the  year  each  society 
appears  in  a  public  program  in  the  Auditorium.  The  character 
of  the  work  in  this  program  as  well  as  that  done  in  the  society 
hails  is  taken  itno  consideration  by  the  committee  awarding 
the  Brownson  prize. 

DEBATE 

In  connection  with  the  literary  societies,  opportunity  is 
offered  for  special  work  in  debate.  Preliminary  debates  are 
arranged  among  the  various   organizations  of  the   school   to 
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take  place  within  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  Early  in  the* 
spring  the  two  winning  teams  compete  in  a  public  debate  for- 
a  trophy  to  be  retained  by  the  society  securing  it  until  won  by 
another  group  in  a  subsequent  contest.  Each  society's  team*, 
must  have  appeared  in  at  least  two  inter-society  contests,  and: 
before  winning  the  trophy  must  have  debated  upon  both  sides 
of  the  question.  The  Granger  brothers,  alumni  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  offer  annually  three  medals — a  gold,  a  silver, 
and  a  bronze — for  the  three  debaters  making  the  highest 
average  in  the  entire  series  of  contests.  The  question  for 
debate  in  1919-20  was  :  Resolved :  That  the  mines  of  the  United! 
States  should  be  nationalized.  This  work  in  debate  is  done 
under  the  direction  of  the  language  department. 

THE   DRAMATIC  CLUB 

Students  of  the  State  Normal  School  maintain  a  dramatic 
club  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  instructor  of  expres- 
sion. Students  interested  are  invited  to  meet  once  a  week 
with  the  club  for  the  study  of  the  drama,  the  essentials  and 
principles  of  stage  business  as  a  practical  aid  in  staging 
school  plays,  and  the  best  plays  for  such  purpose.  The  club 
aims  to  take  part  in  at  least  one  public  performance  each 
year.  In  all  of  the  work  attempted  by  the  Dramatic  club> 
emphasis  is  laid  upon  methods  of  producing  school  plays, 
*  especially  to  give  prospective  teachers  ideas  and  ideals  valu- 
able when  they  enter  upon  the  teaching  profession.  Students 
are  urged  to  join  at  least  one  of  the  organizations  doing 
literary  work. 

Miss   Sheridan  has   directed  the  Dramatic   club   during  the 
year  1919-20. 

PRIZES 

Various  prizes  are  offered  each  year  to  students  and  student 
organizations  participating  in  undergraduate  activities.  The 
Brown-son  Prize  of  $25  is  offered  annually  to  the  literary 
society  doing  the  highest  grade  of  work  during  the  year.  This 
prize  was  formerly  awarded  by  Mr.  E.  R.  Brownson,  of 
Williston,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1895,  and  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  management  of  the  State  Normal  School... 
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This  prize  was  awarded  in  1919  to  the  Antheneum  society. 

The  Francis  oratorical  prize,  offered  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  F. 
Francis,  of  Ayr,  as  a  memorial  to  their  little  daughters,  con- 
sists  of  the  sum  of  $25  annually  for  a  period  of  ten  years,, 
beginning  with  1911,  to  be  distributed  in  amounts  of  twelve- 
eight  and  five  dollars,  respectively,  among  the  three  contest- 
ants ranking  highest.  The  prizes  are  for  excellence  in  ora- 
tory, and  any  student  in  the  State  Normal  School  may  com- 
pete. The  orations  for  next  year's  contest  are  to  be  handed  in 
by  the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  so  that  the  work  of  prepara- 
tion should  begin  in  the  summer  or  early  fall.  In  1919  the 
first  prize  was  awarded  to  Florence  Marie  Brand  of  LaMoure ; 
the  second,  to  Veda  Estelle  Pearce  of  Lethbridge ;  the  third, 
to  Velna  Emmeline  McCaul  of  Ayr. 

The  Herrick  Trophy  is  a  loving  cup  provided  by  Mrs.  Una  B. 
Herrick,  a  former  member  of  the  faculty,  now  at  the  State 
Agricultural  College  at  Bozeman,  Montana.  The  trophy  is 
awarded  each  year  to  the  class  in  physical  education  winning 
first  honors  in  a  performance  in  competition  with  the  other 
classes.  The  trophy  is  held  by  the  winning  class  until  another 
class  is  successful  in  a  subsequent  competition.  In  1919  the 
fourth  year  class  won  this  trophy. 

An  appropriate  plaque  is  held  by  the  literary  society  win- 
ning the  annual  championship  in  debate.  The  name  of  the 
society  and  the  date  are  engraved  on  the  trophy,  and  it  is  held 
by  the  winning  society,  until  another  organization  wins  it. 
Similar  trophies  are  provided  for  the  class  winning  the  inter- 
class  basketball  championship,  one  for  the  boys'  team  and  one 
for  the  girls'.  This  trophy  was  won  in  1919  by  the  Glionian 
society. 

The  Granger  brothers,  of  Valley  City,  alumni  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  each  year  provide  a  set  of  three  medals — a 
gold,  a  silver,  and  a  bronze — to  be  awarded,  respectively,  to 
the  three  debaters  of  the  inter-society  teams  who  receive  the 
highest  average  score  of  the  judges  during  the  season.  In 
1919  the  first  prize  was  won  by  Florence  Fitzgerald  of  Valley 
City;  the  second,  by  Adele  Finley  of  Page;  the  third,  by 
Agnes  Aas  of  Valley  City. 
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NEW  PRIZES 

A  Scholarship  prize  of  one  hundred  dollars  has  been  offered 
by  a  friend  of  the  school  for  special  excellence  in  public 
school  music  work.  The  points  upon  which  the  candidates  will 
be  judged  are  general  scholarship,  aptness  for  leadership, 
activities  in  musical  organizations,  and  ability  in  piano  accom- 
paniment. The  successful  candidates  must  also  have  the  power 
to  organize  musical  dramatics,  to  be  judged  by  success  in  two 
public  performances  done  with  children  while  they  are  teaching 
in  the  training  school.  It  would  please  the  donor  if  the  winners 
would  teach  in  North  Dakota  at  least  one  year.  This  prize 
was  first  available  for  the  school  year  1919-20.  Students  who 
wish  to  compete  for  prizes  or  special  honors  should  confer  as 
early  as  possible  with  the  instructor  having  supervision  over 
the  activity  in  which  the  student  desires  to  compete. 


SCHOOL  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Normal  School  Budget,  a  weekly  newspaper,  is  devoted 
to  items  of  news  concerning  the  school  and  its  graduates,  and 
forms  a  medium  between  the  school  and  the  local  community, 
and  the  alumni.  It  has  been  made  an  attractive  paper  of  four 
pages  of  six  columns. 

The  members  of  the  senior  classes  publish  annually  a  book 
called  The  Blizzard.  It  is  representative  of  the  school  and  all 
its  activities,  and  reflects  and  records  rather  completely  all 
of  the  notable  events  of  the  school  year.  It  is  profusely 
illustrated. 

The  Bulletin  is  published  four  times  a  year  by  the  institu- 
tion. One  number  is  the  annual  catalog.  The  Bulletin  is 
forwarded  regularly  to  any  citizen  in  the  state  who  may  wish 
to  receive  it. 


RELIGIOUS   INFLUENCES 

Any  teaching  sectarian  in  religion,  or  nartisp.n  in  politics,  is 
contrary  to  the  policies  of  the  State  Normal  School.  The 
institution,  however,  aims  to  develop  a  high  moral  sense  and  a 
true    Christian    spirit    among    its    students.      A    very    simple 
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religious  exercise  is  a  feature  of  each  daily  assembly.  Stu- 
dents are  urged  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice  each 
Sunday. 

Ministers  of  the  various  churches  urge  the  students  of  their 
denomination  to  affiliate  with  church  activity.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  term  a  religious  census  is  made  of  all 
students,  and  the  names  of  students  of  each  denomination  are 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  pastors  of  these  denominations. 
Invitations  are  given  to  students  to  join  in  the  various  services 
of  their  churches.  Usually  a  reception  is  held  by  each  church 
early  in  the  term  to  give  students  and  members  of  the  church 
an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted.  Always  the  pastor  and 
the  members  of  his  congregation  are  anxious  to  make  the  life 
of  the  student  away  from  home  as  pleasant  and  wholesome 
as  possible. 

The  students  also  have  organized  Young  Men's  and  Young 
Women's  Christian  Associations.  Meetings  are  held  regularly 
each  week  and  are  of  a  religious  nature.  These  two  organiza- 
tions are  of  immense  practical  help  to  both  the  young  men 
and  the  young  women  of  the  school.  At  the  beginning  of  each 
term  the  lroung  Women's  Christian  Association  co-operates 
actively  with  the  office  of  the  dean  of  women.  New  students 
are  met  at  the  trains  and  escorted  to  dormitories  and  homes. 
Usually  a  number  of  functions  are  arranged  early  in  the  term 
to  give  students  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  and 
to  initiate  them  into  the  activities  of  the  undergraduate  body. 
New  students  are  soon  made  to  feel  at  home  in  their  new 
environment. 

The  dean  of  men,  in  connection  with  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  conducts  an  employment  bureau  to 
assist  those  students  who  may  be  compelled  to  offer  service  in 
return  for  board  or  room  while  attending  the  State  Normal 
School.  There  is  also  a  demand  for  young  men  to  do  odd 
jobs  on  Mondays  and  after  school  hours.  A  thorough  canvass 
is  made  before  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall  to  find  places 
where  young  man  may  work  to  help  defray  expenses.  Pros- 
pective students  wishing  such  positions  should  address  the 
State  Normal  School.  Such  correspondence  will  then  be  re- 
ferred to  the  dean  of  men  who  will  endeavor  to  arrange  a 
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suitable  place  for  the  student  to  work.  He  will  be  notified  of 
any  arrangements  made  in  his  behalf. 

Both  of  the  Christian  associations  are  represented  each 
year  at  the  Geneva  conferences,  where  delegates  spend  ten 
days  during  the  summer  among  some  of  the  greatest  educa- 
tional and  religious  leaders  in  the  world.  Students  who  attend 
these  meetings  return  in  the  fall  and  bring  the  inspiration, 
enthusiasm,  and  spirit  of  service  back  to  their  associations. 
Both  organizations  foster  a  wholesome  spirit  of  good  fellow- 
ship that  is  invaluable  in  a  large  group  of  young  people. 

A  faculty  committee  on  religious  life  co-operates  with  the 
Christian  associations  and  the  Christian  influences  of  the 
community,  and  serves  in  something 'of  an  advisory  capacity. 

Wesley  College  offers  each  year,  free  to  students  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  fundamentals 
of  the  religious  life.  These  lectures  are  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Hazlett  Foundation  and  during  the  past  seven 
years  have  proved  interesting,  inspiring,  and  instructive.  They 
are  entirely  devoid  of  sectarian  bias. 

ATHLETICS 

The  State  Normal  School  promotes  athletics.  Inter-school 
competition  is  fostered  in  football,  baseball,  basketball,  track, 
and  tennis.  The  school  is  a  member  of  the  Inter-state  Athletic 
Conference  and  its  teams  meet  representative  teams  from  such 
institutions  as  Jamestown  College,  the  State  Normal  and  In- 
dustrial School  at  Ellendale,  the  Northern  Normal  and  Indus- 
trial School  at  Aberdeen,  Concordia  College,  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Moorhead,  the  State  Normal  School  at  Mayville,  and 
several  other  institutions. 

All  competitive  representative  teams  are  managed  and 
trained  under  the  direction  of  the  department  of  hygiene  and 
physical  education.  While  the  value  of  the  more  extreme 
forms  of  competition  in  the  promotion  of  school  spirit  and 
loyalty  and  those  hardy  characteristics  for  which  our  Ameri- 
can youth  are  famed  is  fully  appreciated,  the  State  Normal 
School  is  more  concerned  with  athletics  as  an  outgrowth  of 
the  play  spirit  and  the  physical  betterment  of  a  large  number 
of  students  rather  than  developing  a  machine  for  winning, 
games. 
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It  is  the  policy  to  give  all  students  opportunity  to  play 
games  and  to  learn  the  theory  of  games  so  that  they  may  be 
helpful  in  the  schools  they  are  to  teach  later. 

Considerable  importance  is  attached  to  the  inter-class 
games.  The  young  women  take  part  in  basketball  games  to 
determine  the  championship  among  the  classes.  Tennis  as  an 
outdoor  sport  is  indulged  in  by  practically  everyone,  under  the 
supervision  of  an  able  instructor. 

ANNUAL  PLAY   DAY 

An  annual  play  day,  in  which  pupils  of  practically  all  the 
schools  in  Barnes  county  take  part,  is  fostered  and  promoted 
by  the  State  Normal  School  each  spring.  Hundreds  of  children 
meet  on  the  campus  to  sing  patriotic  songs  and  take  part  in 
athletics,  sports  and  games,  regulated  and  supervised  by  the 
atheltic  authorities  of  the  school.  At  noon  a  picnic  lunch  is 
enjoyed  in  the  city  park,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  great  parade 
is  held  of  school  children  and  Normal  School  students.  Many 
schools  of  the  county  provide  decorated  floats,  and  the  mer- 
chants of  Valley  City  enter  decorated  vehicles.  Several  bands 
furnish  music,  and  altogether,  the  county  play  day  is  one  of 
the  most  important  events  of  the  year  to  the  children  of  the 
county.  Students  of  the  State  Normal  School  have  ample 
opportunity  to  study  the  arrangement  culminating  in  play  day 
and  take  part  in  its  actual  supervision.  The  result  has  been 
that  as  these  students  enter  the  teaching  profession  over  the 
state,  the  number  of  county  play  days  is  increasing  each  year. 

DEAN   OF  WOMEN 

All  women  students  not  rooming  in  the  dormitories  are 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  dean  of  women.  She  con- 
fers with  them  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  their  homes  in 
Valley  City,  and  makes  it  her  first  duty  to  see  that  all  are  com- 
fortably located  amid  conditions  compatible  with  the  ideals  of 
the  school  and  a  high  grade  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  stu- 
dent. She  frequently  visits  students'  quarters  to  see  that 
right  conditions  prevail,  and  confers  with  householders  with  a 
view  to  making  the  relation  between  student  and  landlady 
pleasant  and  successful. 
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Students  should  not  engage  rooming  or  boarding  accommo- 
dations not  approved  by  the  dean  of  women,  nor  should  they 
change  their  rooming  or  boarding  places  without  first  securing 
her  approval. 

The  dean  of  women  always  has  on  file  in  her  office  a  list  of 
approved  homes  offering  boarding  and  rooming  accommoda- 
tions to  students.  Unless  previous  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  student,  she  should  at  once,  after  registering  in 
the  general  office,  consult  with  the  dean  of  women.  Accom- 
modations in  private  homes  are  plentiful.  No  student  need 
hesitate  to  come  to  Valley  City  on  account  of  not  having  made 
previous  arrangements  for  a  good  school  home.  Upon  request 
the  dean  of  women  will  make  arrangements  for  a  student 
before  she  arrives  in  Valley  City,  but  it  is  generally  advised 
that  the  student  make  her  own  choice  of  accommodations. 

It  is  often  possible  for  students  to  find  homes  where  they 
may  exchange  service  for  board  and  room.  All  such  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  dean  of 
women,  and  often  she  may  assist  students  in  finding  such 
homes. 

All  cases  of  illness  among  students  should  be  reported  to 
the  dean  of  women  at  once.  She  will  give  such  care,  assis- 
tance, and  advice  as  the  case  may  seem  to  demand.  Students 
not  living  in  the  dormitories  should  consult  with  the  dean  of 
women  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  leaving  the  city  at 
any  irregular  time,  as  in  the  case  of  week-end  visits  at  home 
or  elsewhere. 

The  dean  of  women  acts  as  chairman  of  the  social  com- 
mittee of  the  faculty,  and  is  in  general  the  social  engineer  and 
adviser  in  all  social  events  taking  place  at  the  institution. 
Classes  and  organizations  giving  social  functions  should  con- 
sult her  before  fixing  a  date  and  in  general  be  guided  by  her 
advice  and  supervision. 

Further,  the  time  of  the  dean  of  women  is  at  the  disposal 
of  all  students  who  wish  to  consult  her  in  the  absence  of 
parents.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  her  relation  is  that  of 
the  helpful  friend.  Nothing  which  affects  the  comfort  or  well 
being  of  any  student  is  too  small  or  too  trivial  to  be  brought 
to  her  attention.  Thus,  with  her  help  added  to  that  of  the 
faculty  adviser,  no  student  need  feel  friendless  or  lonely  while 
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a  member  of  the  State  Normal  School.  The  institution  has 
vested  her  with  large  authority  but  it  is  hoped  that  her  rela- 
tion to  students  will  be  friendly  and  helpful  rather  than 
authoritative. 

DEAN   OF   MEN 

Professor  J.  E.  Switzer  is  the  dean  of  men.  He  is  at  all 
times  ready  to  confer  with  the  young  men  students  of  the 
Normal  School,  and  to  give  aid  and  advice  concerning  their 
personal  welfare  and  their  relation  to  the  institution.  All 
the  young  men  should  consult  him  in  regard  to  their  rooming 
and  boarding  places. 

SOCIAL  LIFE 

Not  less  important  than  the  academic  work  are  the  influ- 
ences that  come  from  the  other  sides  of  school  life.  From 
its  associations,  not  infrequently,  are  derived  the  best  and 
most  lasting  results. 

The  social  activities  of  the  school,  directed  by  a  committee 
of  the  faculty  of  which  the  dean  of  women  is  chairman,  are 
intended  to  create  a  closer  social  relation  between  teacher  and 
student  and  among  the  students  themselves ;  to  furnish  a 
wholesome  social  environment ;  and  to  offer  a  healthful  means 
of  general  culture  that  the  classroom  alone  cannot  give. 

Among  the  annual  social  events  are  the  parties  given  in  the 
fall  and  winter  terms  by  the  faculty  to  the  student  body;  the 
Hallowe'en  frolics,  and  the  entertainment  given  to  the  "N" 
men  and  the  winning  basketball  team  on  February  twenty- 
second. 

One  afternoon  every  week  from  4 :30  to  6 :00  o'clock  the 
gymnasium  is  open  to  the  students  and  faculty  for  informal 
dancing.  At  these  afternoon  functions,  which  are  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  school,  the  students  and  faculty  are  given 
the  opportunity  of  meeting  in  a  social  way. 

To  develop  initiative  and  a  healthful  spirit  of  self-reliance 
and  good  fellowship,  each  year's  class  is  permitted  to  give 
one  party  at  some  time  during  the  school  year.  Advantage  is 
also  taken  of  the  beautiful  Sheyenne  valley  and  the  open 
rolling  country  about  Valley  City  for  picnics  and  cross-country 
walking   parties. 
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The  social  diversions  are  not  permitted  to  interfere  with  the 
scholastic  work,  but  are  so  distributed  throughout  the  weeks 
and  months  of  the  year  that  the  students  return  from  them 
with  renewed  energy  and  interest  for  their  work,  and  under 
the  guidance  and  with  the  companionship  of  cultured  and 
experienced  men  and  women,  such  diversions  are  conducive  to 
a  well-rounded  cultural  as  well  as  intellectual  life. 

DORMITORY  LIFE 

The  State  Normal  School  now  owns  and  conducts  four 
fine  dormitories  where  young  women  students  may  live  under 
conditions  modern  in  every  way.  Everything  is  furnished  tthe 
student,  except  soap  and  napkin  ring.  This  is  all  the  student 
is  asked  to  bring  from  home. 

Usually  two  students  occupy  one  room,  but  in  a  few  in- 
stances, three  occupy  the  same  room.  Students  are  assigned 
to  rooms  and  permitted  to  select  their  room-mates,  except 
where  such  a  choice  would  be  unwise  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  student's  own  progress.  All  rooms  are  furnished  with 
individual  beds,  dressers,  and  mirrors;  and  in  accordance  with 
the  best  principles  of  sanitation.  A  vacuum  cleaning  system 
is  operated  throughout  the  buildings,  and  all  rooms  are  steam- 
heated,  and  the  temperature  is  scientifically  regulated.  There 
is  ample  parlor  space,  and  two  spacious  dining  halls  are  used. 

A  preceptress  has  direct  supervision  over  the  young  women 
in  the  dormitories.  She  is  assisted  by  one  lady  member  of  the 
faculty  in  each  building.  Regular  hours  are  observed  in  the 
everyday  life  at  the  dormitory.  Berakfast  is  served  promptly 
at  7:30,  dinner  at  12:30;  and  supper  at  6:00  o'clock.  Study 
hours  are  observed  from  7  :30  to  10  :00  each  evening  and  the 
lights  are  out  at  10:30  o'clock.  These  hours  are  changed 
somewhat  during  the  summer  months  and  on  Sundays.  Study 
hours  are  not  observed  on  Saturday  and  Monday  evenings, 
but  the  student  is  required  to  be  in  her  room  at  10:00  o'clock. 

Many  social  diversions  are  indulged  in  during  the  season. 
Social  evenings  are  often  held  in  the  parlors  during  the  win- 
ter, and  in  the  summer  the  young  ladies  often  enjoy  a  picnic 
lunch  in  the  groves  near  the  river.  Social  life  of  a  wholesome 
nature  is  encouraged  and  recognized  social  usages  are  ob- 
served. 
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The  dormitories  furnish  excellent  conditions  for  study.  An 
Investigation  which  was  made  during  the  school  year  1919-20 
revealed  the  fact  that  dormitory  residents  made  on  an  average 
considerably  higher  grades  than  did  students  rooming  else- 
-where. 

THE   LIBRARY 

The  library  of  the  State  Normal  School  contains  more  than 
16,000  volumes,  and  additions  are  being  made  constantly.  All 
books  are  selected  with  reference  to  the  special  needs  of  the 
school,  each  department  receiving  a  fair  proportion.  The 
books  are  carefully  classified  according  to  the  Dewey  classifi- 
cation, and  thoroughly  catalogued  so  that  students  can  readily 
find  any  volume  in  the  library.  Free  access  to  the  shelves  is 
igranted  to  all. 

The  library  occupies  a  large,  light,  sunny  room  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Science  building,  and  has  a  seating  capac- 
ity of  ninety.  In  addition  a  smaller  room  adjoining  the 
librarian's  office  is  used  for  an  overflow  stock  room  in  which 
to  shelve  government  documents.  This  library  is  a  depository 
receiving  all  public  documents  of  the  United  States  printing 
office.  The  rooms  are  furnished  with  modern  equipment — 
shelves,  tables,  desks,  chairs,  catalog  cases,  and  periodical 
racks — which  greatly  aid  in  making  efficient  service  possible. 

Over  160  periodicals  are  regularly  received  each  month. 
These  include  general  magazines,  educational  journals,  and 
scientific  papers,  as  well  as  local,  state,  and  national  news- 
papers. The  Reader's  Guide  to  periodical  literature  makes 
possible  the  extensive  use  of  this  material  for  reference  pur- 
poses. 

It  has  been  well  said  that  there  are  three  proper  functions 
of  the  school  library — to  stimulate  reading  for  pleasure,  to 
make  provision  for  reading  to  supplement  school  studies,  and 
to  encourage  reading  for  the  sake  of  culture,  for  uplift,  to 
create  higher  ideals.  Every  successful  teacher  must  be  able 
to  make  independent,  systematic,  and  intelligent  use  of  books. 
Students  are  greatly  aided  in  acquiring  such  ability  through 
the  use  of  this  library,  under  the  careful  instruction  of  the 
librarian. 
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The  library  is  open  from  8:15  a.  m.  to  5:30  p.  m.  on  school 
days  and  from  9 :30  to  4 :30  on  Mondays. 

The  city  maintains  a  free  Carnegie  library,  open  to  all 
students  of  the  State  Normal  School.  This  library  has  a 
reading  room  and  about  6,000  volumes  of  well-selected  books, 

THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

The  training  school  comprises  a  complete  elementary  school 
from  the  kindergarten  to  the  junior  high  school,  inclusive. 
Here  children  are  trained  in  a  well-equipped  school  under 
expert  supervisors.  The  training  school  is  the  laboratory  for 
the  training  of  teachers  where  candidates,  in  their  senior  year, 
are  required  to  conduct  classes  under  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  training  school  faculty. 

The  children  attending  the  training  school  are  drawn 
largely  from  Valley  City.  Among  the  features  which  charac- 
terize the  training  school  are  its  organization,  kindergarten, 
primary,  intermediate,  and  junior  high  school  departments — 
free  instruction  in  music,  violin  and  piano  for  beginners,  spe- 
cial supervisors  in  manual  training,  domestic  science,  physical 
education,  music,  drawing,  and  penmanship.  Each  child  is 
carefully  observed,  given  a  mental  and  physical  examination 
promoted  on  his  merits  when  ready  for  advancement  and 
given  individual  instruction  when  accessary. 

The  training  school  furnishes  for  prospective  teachers  an 
opportunity  to  observe  the  best  methods,  appliances,  text 
books,  in  actual  use  as  well  as  practice  in  teaching  under 
careful  guidance  and  expert  supervision.  One  year  of  three 
terms  of  teaching  is  required,  one  term  of  which  may  consist 
in  observation  of  teaching.  In  observation  classes  are  taught 
by  a  member  of  the  faculty  for  demonstration  purposes  and 
the  psychological  and  pedagogical  principles  involved  are  dis- 
cussed. Observation  should  be  taken  before  teaching  when- 
ever possible.

ANNOUNCEMENT    OF    CORRESPONDENCE    COURSES 

As  a  result  of  an  urgent  demand  for  non-resident  work  from 
teachers  throughout  the  state,  the  Normal  school  has  decided 
to  give  credit  for  a  certain  number  of  subjects  completed  by 
correspondence.  It  is  hoped  that  this  arrangement  will  fur- 
nish a  needed  opportunity  to  finish  Normal  school  courses  to 
many  teachers  and  prospective  teachers  who  otherwise  would 
be  unable  to  complete  their  preparation  for  teaching.  It  is 
also  hoped  that  teachers  of  rural,  graded,  and  consolidated 
schools  will  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  continue 
their  professional  training  while  teaching.  About  sixty  teach- 
ers took  one  or  more  courses  during  the  past  year. 

The  school  does  not  consider  correspondence  work  equiva- 
lent to  work  done  in  residence.  It  is  only  a  substitute.  How- 
ever, it  is  thought  advisable  to  extend  the  work  of  the  school 
to  those  who  are  unable  to  pursue  courses  in  residence  with 
the  hope  that  a  few  courses  in  correspondence  may  be  used  as 
a  stepping  stone  to  higher  professional  training.  These  courses 
are  given  full  credit  at  the  Normal  School. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  seize  every  opportunity  for  more 
advanced  study.  It  is  both  a  patriotic  duty  and  a  professional 
necessity. 

How  the  Work  Is  Conducted — Twelve  or  more  carefully- 
planned  lessons  are  outlined  for  each  one-term  course.  Each 
lesson  consists  of  (1)  an  assignment  in  a  textbook,  (2)  an 
assignment  of  required  reading  in  reference  books,  and  (3)  a 
series  of  questions  to  be  answered  in  the  student's  report. 
A  report  should  be  made  by  the  student  to  the  instructor 
giving  the  course  upon  the  completion  of  each  lesson.  Further 
directions  regarding  this  report  will  be  inclosed  with  the  out- 
lines for  each  course.  Where  textbooks  and  reference  books 
may  be  obtained,  and  the  cost  of  each,  is  stated  under  each 
course  listed.  Each  course  must  be  completed  within  twelve 
months  of  registration  date  or  the  fee  will  be  forfeited. 

Credit — There  are  several  courses  in  nearly  all  departments 
which   may   be  taken   by   correspondence,   each   one  being   a 
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duplicate  of  a  regular  course  given  in  residence,  and  receiving 
the  same  credit.  Only  the  courses  listed  below  will  be  given. 
The  number  of  subjects  that  may  be  taken  by  correspondence 
depends  upon  the  maturity,  training,  and  experience  of  the 
student. 

Cost — The  cost  of  taking  correspondence  work  is  placed  as 
low  as  possible.  A  charge  of  $8.00  is  made  for  each  one-credit 
course  (equivalent  to  one  term's  work  in  residence)  and  $4.00 
for  each  half-credit  course.  The  student  is  expected  to  pay 
for  the  textbook,  the  postage  both  ways  on  all  books  sent 
from  the  school,  and  on  all  mail  sent  to  the  school. 

How  to  Register — Write  to  the  Extension  Department,  State 
Normal  School,  Valley  City,  N.  D.,  for  information  concerning 
registration. 

Final  Examinations — A  written  examination  will  be  given 
at  the  close  of  each  course.  Where  it  is  inconvenient  for 
students  to  come  to  the  Normal  School  for  examination, 
arrangement  can  be  made  to  have  examination  papers  sent  to 
an  instructor  or  school  officer  in  a  nearby  school. 

The  following  courses  are  now  being  offered  by  correspond- 
ence.    Others  will  be  added  from  time  to  time. 

Farm  crops,  farm  crops  and  soils,  commercial  correspond- 
ence, commercial  law,  elementary  education,  advanced  educa- 
tion, educational  sociology,  school  administration,  American 
literature,  American  history  (any  of  the  three  terms)  civics, 
•economics,  sociology,  rural  sociology,  European  history,  home 
nursing,  food  study,  harmony,  geography,  economic  geography, 
nature  study,  play  and  games,  beginning  psychology,  (first  or 
second  term)  child  study,  educational  psychology,  and  social 
psychology.

MUSEUMS. 

The  State  Normal  School  has  a  large  museum  containing  a 
herbarium  and  a  comprehensive  collection  of  zoological  types, 
especially  fine  in  the  line  of  corals  and  bird  eggs,  hundreds  of 
geological  specimens,  a  number  of  shells  and  stuffed  mammals 
and  other  material  of  great  value  in  the  teaching  of  biology, 
agriculture,  and  other  sciences.    Besides  these,  there  is  a  large 
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collection  of  post  cards,  illustrations,  folders,  maps,  exhibits 
of  manufacturing  firms  in  the  United  States — all  of  great 
geographical  and  industrial  value.  This  material  is  in  daily 
use  both  in  the  Normal  school  and  Training  school  classes. 

There  are  three  general  ways  in  which  the  museum  material 
is  used: — in  the  recitation  room,  in  the  lecture  room  with  the 
projector,  and  in  the  museum  visit.  The  class  recitation 
method  is  the  one  most  frequently  used  in  the  Training 
school.  The  student  teacher  desiring  material  makes  applica- 
tion for  it  in  advance  of  the  day  when  it  is  needed.  The 
application  card  is  filled  in  with  the  necessary  data  concern- 
ing grade,  subject,  date  wrhen  wanted,  and  a  list  of  the  ma- 
terial desired.  At  the  same  time  the  student  teacher  talks 
over  with  the  curators  the  lesson  and  how  it  is  to  be  de- 
veloped ;  and  also  makes  an  appointment  for  some  hour  before 
the  recitation  time  when  the  material  selected  by  the  curators 
may  be  inspected  and  studied. 

The  illustrated  lecture  method  of  using  museum  material 
has  been  successfully  worked  out  in  the  geography  classes  of 
the  Training  school.  After  considering  on  the  relief  map  the 
location,  the  physical  conditions,  climate,  etc.,  of  the  country 
by  the  class ;  after  determining  what  parts  of  the  country  will 
be  suited  to  agriculture,  herding,  mining,  manufacturing,  and 
the  various  other  occupations  of  man,  the  children  are  trans- 
ported figuratively  into  the  country  by  means  of  stereopticon 
lectures. 

The  museum  visit  is  arranged  for  in  the  usual  manner  and 
the  first  class  brought  to  the  museum  by  the  teacher.  Here 
the  children  may  study  the  material  selected  and  listen  to  the 
talks  given  by  the  curator. 

This  is  one  of  the  few  school  museums  in  the  United 
States,  and  inquiries  are  received  almost  daily  as  to  its  use, 
methods  of  collecting  materials,  etc.  Students  of  the  State 
Normal  School  are  taught  how  to  secure  valuable  materials 
at  little  or  no  cost  and  to  build  up  a  museum  for  practical  use 
in  teaching  their  own  school  after  graduation. 

A  new  scientifically-constructed  greenhouse  supplements 
the  material  of  the  museum,  with  many  specimens  of  plant 
life  foreign  to  North  Dakota,  and  adds  efficiency  to  the  work 
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in  the  sciences  and  especially  in  agriculture.     Here  students 
may  see  and  study  plants  native  to  other  climates. 

BOOKSTORE 

A  small  bookstore  is  conducted  in  connection  with  the  State 
Normal  School.  All  of  the  textbooks  used  by  the  students, 
stationery  and  other  school  supplies,  may  be  purchased  here 
at  prices  somewhat  less  than  at  retail  stores.  Students 
furnish  their  own  textbooks  and  usually  carry  them  to  their 
work  after  graduation. 

KEEPING  IN  TOUCH  WITH  GRADUATES 

This  institution  aims  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  its  gradu- 
ates, especially  during  their  first  years  in  the  teaching  field. 
Records  of  the  work  of  graduates  are  kept  on  file,  and  regular 
reports  on  the  new  teacher's  progress  are  requested  from  time 
to  time.  Graduates  frequently  ask  for  and  are  given  advice. 
The  school  stands  ready  at  all  times  to  lend  its  good  offices 
to  worthy  graduates. 

The  alumni  fellowship  of  the  State  Normal  School  now  num- 
bers over  2,000  members.  Over  800  of  these  graduates  are 
teaching  in  North  Dakota.  Others  are  located  in  nearly  every 
state  of  the  Union  and  in  foreign  countries.  The  institution 
takes  just  pride  in  the  success  of  the  great  number  of  its 
alumni. 

EXPENSES 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  necessary  expense  involved  in 
the  preparation  of  young  people  for  a  pleasant,  profitable,  and 
honorable  profession,  this  State  Normal  School  makes  its  ap- 
peal to  students  of  limited  means  as  well  as  to  those  who 
come  from  homes  where  means  are  of  less  consideration. 
There  are  few  educational  centers  where  students  may  attend 
school  away  from  home  at  less  expense.  Economy  of  expendi- 
ture is  fostered  as  an  ideal  of  the  institution.  Unnecessary 
expenditure  of  money  is  discouraged.  Rather  is  the  student 
encouraged  to  acquire  habits  of  thrift  as  an  important  factor 
in  good  citizenship.  Certain  items  of  expenditure,  of  course, 
are  necessary.  Beyond  these  the  student  can  make  his  ex- 
pense account  what  he  wishes. 
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Tuition  is  free,  but  the  Board  of  Administration  has  author- 
ized the  collection  from  each  student  of  a  matriculation  or 
entrance  fee  of  $5.00  per  term  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of 
enrollment.  The  funds  so  acquired  are  applied  to  such  gen- 
eral purposes  of  the  school  as  may  be  included  under  the 
heading-  of  "Student  Welfare,"  such  as  the  encouragement  of 
student  organization  and  athletics,  conserving  and  promoting 
student  health  and  social  enjoyment,  special  lectures  and 
-exhibits,  magazines  for  the  reading  room,  commencement  pro- 
grams, etc.  A  fee  of  50c  a  term  is  collected  from  all  students 
xit  the  time  of  registration.  Students  are  then  presented  with 
tickets  of  admission  to  all  numbers  of  the  artists'  musical 
course,  and  are  given  each  week  a  copy  of  the  Normal  School 
Budget.  Fees  are  the  same  for  non-residents  as  for  residents 
of  the  state. 

These  fees  are  payable  at  the  general  office  before  the  stu- 
dent registers  for  work  in  the  State  Normal  School. 

Students  pursuing  curricula  in  which  laboratory  work  is 
required,  pay  special  fees,  usually  not  exceeding  $1.50  a  term. 
Students  in  all  departments  of  the  school  are  required  to  pay 
for  materials  used  in  their  work,  as  nearly  as  the  cost  of  such 
materials  can  be  estimated  by  the  instructor  in  charge,  but  all 
projects  made  from  such  materials  become  the  property  of  the 
student. 

Board  and  room  may  be  obtained  at  the  state  dormitories 
for  $0.00  a  week,  payable  in  advance  by  the  month.  All 
necessary  articles,  except  soap  and  napkin  rings,  are  furnished 
at  the  dormitories.  Students  wishing  boarding  and  rooming 
accommodations  at  the  dormitories  should  forward  a  reserva- 
tion fee  of  $2.00  to  the  president  of  the  school.  This  fee  will 
apply  on  the  first  month's  board.  In  case  the  student  does  not 
claim  her  room  by  4  :30  p.  m.  on  the  opening  day  of  the  term, 
the  fee,  of  course,  is  confiscated,  unless  the  student  has  pre- 
viously notified  the  authorities  that  she  cannot  come  or  will 
come  later. 

Students,  both  young  men  and  young  women,  may  secure 
rooming  accommodations  in  private  homes  nearby  and  board 
at  the  dormitories  for  $5.00  a  week,  payable  by  the  month  in 
advance. 
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No  reductions  or  commutations  are  allowed  except  in  case* 
of  serious  illness.  Young  women  in  the  dormitories  are  under 
the  direct  care  of  the  preceptress  and  subject  to  rules  and' 
regulations  posted  in  each  room.  Students  living  in  private 
homes,  but  boarding  at  the  dormitories,  are  expected  to  goverm 
themselves  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  dormitories 
pertaining  to  the  service  of  meals. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  North  Dakota  owns  and" 
operates  a  delightful  home  for  young  women  within  two* 
blocks  of  the  school,  furnishing  board  and  room  at  $6.50  a*, 
week.  A  competent  matron  is  in  charge.  The  Episcopal 
Church  also  owns  and  operates  a  fine  home  near  the  school1 
for  young  women.  A  competent  matron  is  in  charge,  and  the- 
price  of  accommodations  is  $6.50  a  week.  These  dormitories^ 
are  under  a  distinct  religious  influence  without  sectarianism. 
Students  desiring  to  reserve  rooms  in  these  church  dormitories' 
are  also  advised  to  forward  a  registration  fee  of  $2.00.  Ad- 
dress the  matron  at  Wesley  Hall,  Episcopal  Hall,  or  the 
president  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  dormitory  facilities  offered  to* 
students,  there  are  a  great  many  private  homes  near  the 
campus  which  offer  accommodations  to  students  at  prices* 
varying  according  to  location  and  kind  of  accommodations . 
offered.  In  all  such  homes  dormitory  regulations  prevail  and 
all  rooms  are  approved  by  the  dean  of  women,  or  the  dean  of 
men,  as  the  case  may  be,  before  students  accept  them. 

Expenses  for  a  year  for  students  who  board  and  room  at: 
the  state  dormitories  may  be  estimated  as  follows :

The  expense  of  laundry,  travel,  and  other  incidentals  will:! 
vary  widely,  according  to  circumstances. 

THE   STUDENT   LOAN   ASSOCIATION 

An   increasing  sum  of  money  to  be  loaned   to  worthy  and! 
needy  students  is  held  in  charge  by  the  Student  Loan  Associa- 
tion.    Especially  deserving  students  who  lack  a  small  sum  of 
money    to    complete    their   course   may   reasonably   expect   to* 
receive  some  aid  from  this  association.

GENERAL  ADMISSION    REQUIREMENTS 

All  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School  must 
be  15  years  of  age,  in  good  health,  of  sound  mind,  and  good 
moral  character.  After  admission,  should  lack  of  health, 
character,  or  fitness  for  teaching  reveal  itself,  the  student  will 
be  asked  to  withdraw. 

Students  who  cannot  show  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
eighth  grade  and  who  do  not  hold  a  teacher's  certificate  are 
required  to  take  examination  in  arithmetic,  grammar,  geog- 
raphy, and  United  States  history  to  determine  whether  they  ' 
are  qualified  for  entrance.  The  penmanship  and  spelling  of 
those  who  take  the  examinations  will  be  judged  from  tlieir 
papers  on  these  subjects.  Any  person  holding  a  teacher's 
certificate  will  be  admitted  without  examination. 

Students  who  reveal  a  conspicuous  deficiency  in  written  or 
oral  English,  reading,  penmanship,  or  other  common  subjects, 
after  enrollment  in  the  State  Normal  School,  will  be  required 
to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  special  classes  in  subjects  in 
which  they  are  deficient.  Any  member  of  the  faculty  may 
recommend  that  a  student  at  any  stage  in  his  eurrzcrfuiyi  be 
required  to  join  special  classes  to  overcome  deficiencies  in  the  ' 
common  subjects,  and  no  student  deficient  in  any  of  these 
branches  will  be  permitted  to  graduate,  no  matter  how  strong 
he  may  be  in  other  subjects. 

Ail  students  entering  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
certified  statement  of  the  credits  they  have  made  in  other 
schools.  It  is  desirable  that  students  who  wish  credit  for 
rrork  done  beyond  the  eighth  grade  should  send  their  creden- 
tials to  the  Registrar  before  the  opening  of  the  term  which 
they  expect  to  enter. 

FACULTY  ADVISERS 

In  order  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  everyday  life  of 
students,  and  to  better  understand  their  individual  needs, 
several  members  of  the  faculty  are  assigned  as  advisers  to 
special  groups  of  students.  Students  are  usually  grouped  in 
accordance  with  their  future  plans  and  ass:'gnments  are  made 
by  the  registrar  as  the  student  matriculates.  The  student 
goes  at  once  to  the  office  of  his  adviser  and  there  discusses  in 
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detail  his  plans  and  aims  for  the  future.  The  adviser  offers 
suggestions  as  freely  as  the  individual  case  may  need,  always 
keeping  in  mind  the  hest  welfare  of  his  advisee.  He  assists 
the  new  student  in  the  choice  of  his  curriculum  and  of  his 
course  of  studies  for  that  particular  term.  His  aim  is  to  seek 
the  educational  advancement  of  the  student. 

Bui  the  adviser's  interest  extends  beyond  these  matters. 
In  a  peculiar  sense  he  is  the  "guide,  philosopher,  and  friend" 
of  the  student,  and  the  student  may  consult  him  on  many 
matters  aside  from  the  curriculum — matters  affecting  health, 
social  problems,  problems  in  his  everyday  work,  entrance  upon 
the  teaching  profession,  and  indeed,  whatever  other  problems 
may  confront  the  student. 

In  all  such  matters,  however,  the  adviser  acts  in  co-operation 
with  the  dean  of  women,  or  the  dean  of  men.  The  adviser 
stands  ready  at  all  times  to  give  assistance  where  it  is  needed, 
and  students  should  not  hesitate  to  make  known  their  prob- 
lems. Advisers  call  upon  students  who  are  ill  and  act  as 
intermediaries  between  faculty  and  students  in  many  matters 
of  interest  and  importance  to  students.  The  relationship  of 
adviser  and  advisee  often  ripens  into  friendship  that  continues 
for  many  years,  and  even  then  advice  is  often  sought  and 
given. 

ADVANCED   STANDING 

All  requests  on  the  part  of  students  for  advanced  standing 
should  be  made  to  the  faculty  committee  on  credits.  This 
committee  will  accept  certified  standings  made  in  other  state 
normal  schools,  colleges,  accredited  high  schools  of  this  and 
other  states,  and  first-class  graded  and  consolidated  schools 
of  this  state,  and  determine  the  manner  in  which  such  stand- 
ings shall  apply  in  the  curricula  of  this  institution. 

Students  who  request  advanced  standing  for  work  done 
elsewhere,  but  for  which  satisfactory  credentials  are  not 
submitted,  will  be  permitted  to  take  examinations  in  subjects 
in  which  they  desire  advanced  standing.  In  all  such  cases  the 
student  should  secure  the  joint  permission  of  the  president  of 
the  school  and  the  instructors  in  the  subjects  in  which  exam- 
inations are  desired. 
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Credits  not  to  exceed  six  in  number  will  be  allowed  for 
work  done  in  college  or  secondary  schools  in  subjects  not 
included  in  any  curriculum  at  the  State  Normal  School,  pro- 
viding such  credits  are  not  sectarian.  This  number  of  credits 
would,  of  course,  be  applied  on  the  electives  of  the  curriculum 
which  the  student  is  completing. 

GENERAL   REGULATIONS 

Each  student  should  be  guided  by  his  faculty  adviser  in  the 
choice  and  arrangement  of  studies.  It  is  also  best  to  pursue 
subjects  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  presented  in  the 
curriculum.  Students  who  enter  upon  a  three-term  subject 
are  expected  to  take  the  three  terms  in  succession,  if  in  school, 
unless  they  are  excused  by  the  faculty. 

Five  regular  subjects  a  term  is  the  maximum  amount  of 
work  for  a  student  to  carry.  If  the  student  wishes  more  than 
this  number  he  must  secure  the  vote  of  the  faculty  by  a  writ- 
ten petition  made  through  the  committee  on  petitions.  Stu- 
dents who  do  a  low  average  of  work  in  any  subject  may  be 
required  to  pursue  fewer  than  five  subjects. 

No  work  done  in  high  school  can  be  accepted  by  the  State 
Normal  School  to  shorten  the  time  required  to  complete  any 
curriculum,  but  no  student  will  be  required  to 'repeat  work 
accomplished  in  high  school.  He  will  be  expected  to  take 
other  subjects  recommended  by  his  faculty  adviser  as  sub- 
stitutes. 

STANDINGS 

The  following  system  of  grading  the  work  of  students  is 
used  in  this  institution.  H  is  given  for  work  of  the  highest 
grade,  E  means  excellent  work,  G  indicates  good  work,  P  work 
of  a  passing  grade,  and  F  failure  to  do  the  required  work 
satisfactorily. 

A  credit  point  system  has  been  adopted  and  is  applied  to  all 
credits  made  subsequent  to  the  spring  term,  1919.  The  system 
can  be  readily  understood  from  the  following  statement :  For 
each  term  credit  a  grade  of  H  gives  four  credit  points, 
E  three  points,  G  two  points,  P  one  point,  and  F  minus  two 
points.    For  graduation  one  must  have  one  and  one-third  times  as 
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many  credit  points  as  he  has  term  credits.  This  general  re- 
quirement is  applied  specifically  to  grades  in  practice  teaching. 
This  means  that  one  must  make  at  least  G  in  one  of  the  three 
terms  of  required  teaching.  Those  whose  credit  points  equal 
two  and  two-thirds  times  the  number  of  credits  will  receive 
honorable  mention,  while  students  whose  credit  points  are 
three  times  the  number  of  credits  will  be  classed  as  honor 
students.  One  may  not,  by  withdrawing  from  a  class  in  the 
second  half  of  the  term,  avoid  the  loss  of  two  credit  points 
which  a  grade  of  F  involves. 

GRADUATION 

Students  who  complete  any  of  the  curricula  and  give  evi- 
dence of  scholarship,  teaching  skill,  personal  character,  and 
behavior,  as  well  as  general  ability,  will  be  graduated  and 
awarded  a  diploma  appropriate  to  the  curriculum  pursued, 
provided  the  required  number  of  credit  points  has  been  made. 

No  diploma  can  be  granted  anyone  who  has  not  been  a 
resident  student  at  the  State  Normal  School  pursuing  a 
curriculum  for  at  least  three  terms  of  twelve  weeks  each. 
All  of  the  student's  work  must  be  completed  before  the 
formalities  of  graduation  take  place  and  no  student  will  be 
permitted  to  use  any  rule  of  this  catalogue  nor  any  statement 
made  by  any  member  of  the  faculty  as  a  reason  for  not  com- 
pleting the  entire  work  of  his  curriculum  before  receiving  a 
diploma. 

Those  who  expect  to  enter  the  teaching  profession  1  y 
examination  should  apply  to  the  Educational  Commission. 

THE   DIPLOMA  ACCREDITED 

The  diploma  granted  on  the  completion  of  Curriculum  IV  or 
V  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certificate  fc  r 
two  years  and  after  nine  months  of  successful  experience  iu 
teaching,  the  holder  of  this  diploma  is  entitled  to  a  certificate 
of  the  same  grade  valid  for  life. 

The  diploma  granted  on  the  completion  of  Curriculum  II 
or  III  is  accredited  as  a  second-grade  professional  certificate 
for  two  years  and  after  nine  months  of  successful  experience 
in  teaching,  the  holder  of  this  diploma  is  entitled  to  a  second- 
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grade  professional  certificate  valid  for  five  years,  and  renew- 
able at  the  discretion  of  the  Educational  Commission. 

Those  who  complete  Curriculum  I  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
second-grade  elementary  certificate. 

ADVICE  TO   PROSPECTIVE  STUDENTS 

Read  this  book   carefully. 

Do  not  hesitate  to  ask  questions  by  letter  before  you  come, 
or  personally,  at  the  office  after  arrival. 

Be  present   on   the   first  day   of  the   term   if  possible. 

Report  at  the  office  for  all  needed  assistance. 

Present  on  the  opening  day  all  credits  earned  in  other 
institutions. 

Do  not  take  too  many  subjects.  Five  is  the  maximum  num- 
ber without  faculty  permission. 

Bring  such  text-books  and  books  of  reference  as  you  may 
have. 

If  you  wish  a  room  in  any  of  the  dormitories  send  $2.00  to 
the  president  of  the  State  Normal  School  as  a  reservation  fee. 
This  will  reserve  a  room  for  you  and  apply  on  your  first 
month's  board.  This  fee  should  be  sent  as  far  in  advance  of 
the  opening  of  the  term  as  possible. 

Trains  arrive  in  Valley  City  over  the  Soo  Line  as  follows : 
From  the  west,  No.  108  at  9:15  a.  m.,  and  106  at  6:25  p.  m. 
From  the  east,  No.  105  at  7:05  a.  m.,  and  107  at  8:37  p.  m. 
The  Soo  station  is  located  about  two  miles  north  of  Valley 
City,  but  a  street  car  meets  all  trains  and  brings  passengers 
to  the  Northern  Pacific  station  in  the  center  of  town.  The 
fare  on  the  street  car  is  twenty-five  cents. 

Trains  arrive  in  Valley  City  over  the  Northern  Pacific  rail- 
road as  follows :  From  the  west,  No.  2  at  11 :07  p.  m.,  No.  4 
at  2  :04  p.  m.,  No.  8  at  7  :59  p.  m.,  and  No.  136  at  6 :20  a.  m. 
From  the  east,  No.  1  at  8:21  p.  m.,  No.  3  at  7:26  a.  m.,  No.  7 
at  9  :46  a.  in.,  and  No.  135  at  7 :59  p.  m.  Trains  Nos.  1  and  2 
arrive  over  the  high  line  about  a  mile  from  the  city,  but  all 
trains  are  met  by  taxicabs  and  buses,  which  bring  students 
to  the  city  for  a  reasonable  fee. 

Students  arriving  in  the  city  for  the  first  time  during  the 
regular  office  hours  at  the  State  Normal  School,  from  8:00 
a.  m.  to  5 :00  p.  m.,  should  go  at  once  to  the  school  building, 
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register,  and  make  arrangements  for  boarding  and  rooming 
accommodations. 

Students  who  arrive  in  the  city  late  at  night  are  advised  to 
go  to  a  hotel  for  the  night  and  present  themselves  at  the 
general  office  of  the  school  next  morning. 

The  State  Normal  School  is  located  about  four  blocks  south 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  station. 

SOME  THINGS   EXPECTED  OF  STUDENTS 

There  are  few  rules  to  be  observed  at  this  institution,  but 
the  following  requirements  seem  to  be  dictated  by  good  sense 
and  our  experience  in  dealing  with  large  bodies  of  students 
and  may  be  said  to  express  the  school's  ideals.  Students  are, 
therefore,  required: 

To  conform  to  rules  that  may  be  announced  from  time  to 
time. 

To  be  prompt  and  regular  in  attendance  upon  all  school 
exercises. 

To  observe  such  hours  of  study  as  may  be  designated. 

To  conform  to  the  ordinary  usages  of  good  society  in  their 
relations  to  the  public,  to  the  teachers,  and  to  each  other. 

To  leave  the  city  only  on  permission  of  the  preceptress,  if 
an  occupant  of  the  dormitories.  If  not  in  the  dormitories, 
then  permission  should  be  secured  of  the  dean  of  women  24 
hours  before  departure.  But  only  the  president  may  excuse  if 
absence  from  class  or  other  school  exercise  is  involved. 

To  occupy  no  boarding  house  not  approved  by  the  dean  of 
women. 

To  take  proper  care  of  all  school  property  they  may  be 
using. 

To  refrain  from  any  action  that  would  bring  discredit  upon 
the  good  name  of  the  student  body. 

To  refrain  from  participation  in  private  classes,  local  enter- 
tainments, social  functions,  or  any  other  enterprise  that  will 
clash  with  school  work,  until  the  consent  of  the  president  of 
the  school  has  been  secured. 

To  submit  to  full  physical  and  medical  examination  by  the 
physical  director  and  physician  of  the  school  upon  entrance 
and  after  being  infected  with  any  contagious  disease. 
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To  secure  a   written   statement   from   tin    -  physician 

before  re-entering,  authorizing  their  return. 

The  school  is  the  property  of  the  state,  more  particularly 
of  the  teachers  of  the  state.  Ita  class  exercises  are  always 
open  to  the  public.  Every  citizen  of  the  state  is  cordially 
•me  at  any  time.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  CURRICULA 

The  normal  school  offers  to  prospective  teachers  an  oppor- 
tunity to  prepare  to  teach  almost  any  line  of  work  in  the 
grades  and  in  the  first  two  years  of  the  high  school.  Five 
main  curricula,  or  groups  of  courses,  are  offered.  The  courses 
provided  in  each  are  outlined  on  page  00,  and  a  statement  of 
the  prerequisites  required  for  enrolling  in  each,  the  time 
required  to  complete  each,  and  the  certificate  and  teaching 
opportunities  to  which  each  leads  are  outlined  on  page  00, 
The  five  curricula  offered  are  as  follows :  I.  A  three  year 
curriculum  for  graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  who  wish  to 
teach  in  the  rural  school  as  soon  as  the  legal  requirements 
can  be  satisfied.  II.  A  four  year  curriculum  for  eighth 
grade  graduates  who  wish  to  secure  a  second  grade  profes- 
sional certificate,  which  entitles  the  holder  to  teach  in  village 
and  consolidated  schools  for  two  years,  and  which  may  be 
renewed  for  five  years  after  nine  months  of  successful  ex- 
perience. III.  A  one  year  curriculum  for  graduates  of  stand- 
ard four  year  high  schools  who  wish  to  secure  a  second  grade 
professional  certificate,  which  carries  with  it  the  privileges 
described  under  curriculum  II  above.  IV.  A  five  year  cur- 
riculum for  eighth  grade  graduates  who  wish  to  secure  a 
more  thoro  professional  training,  leading  to  a  second  grade 
professional  certificate  renewable  for  life  after  nine  months 
of  successful  experience.  V.  A  two  year  curriculum  for  high 
school  graduates  who  wish  to  secure  a  second  grade  profes- 
sional certificate  renewable  for  life  after  nine  months  of 
.successful  teaching  experience. 

Prospective  teachers  are  earnestly  urged  to  enroll  in  cur- 
riculum IV  or  V  in  preference  to  any  other  way  of  entering 
the  teaching  profession.  The  marked  success  and  rapid  ad- 
vancement of  the  graduates  of  these  curricula  furnish  ample 
proof  of  the  soundness  of  this  advice.  These  two  curricula 
secure  to  their  graduates  the  following  advantages:  1.  The 
training  is  much  more  thoro  and  prepares  the  candidate  for 
much  better  positions,  higher  salaries,  and  more  rapid  ad- 
vancement. 2.  The  candidate  is  permitted  to  teach  in  nearly 
every  state  of  the  union  without  examination.     3.     The  lead- 
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Lng  colleges  and  universities  admit  graduates  from  these  cur- 
ricula as  juniors.  4.  Graduates  from  these  curricula  may 
have  their  certificate  renewed  for  life  after  nine  months  of 
successful    experience. 

The  normal  school  offers  ample  opportunity  to  those  who 
wish  to  secure  special  preparation  and  recommendation  to 
reach  some  special  line  of  work,  such  as  agriculture,  public 
school  art.  public  school  music,  home  economics,  manual 
training,  kindergarten,  primary  grades,  physical  education, 
commercial  subjects,  and  for  those  who  wish  training  for  the 
prineipalship  of  village  and  consolidated  schools.  Such  train- 
ing requires  two  years  of  work  beyond  the  high  school  or 
five  years  beyond  the  eighth  grade.  Those  seeking  special 
preparation  in  these  lines  secure  the  same  diploma  and  pro- 
fessional certificate  as  those  taking  curricula  IV  or  V  de- 
scribed above.  They  secure  their  special  training  by  electing 
a  prescribed  number  of  courses  in  the  department  of  their 
specialty.  The  nature  and  number  of  courses  required  for 
special  training  is  stated  as  a  ''Special  Notice"  in  the  para- 
graph describing  the  work  of  each  department. 

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  outline  on  page  51  that  the 
more  elementary  curricula  lead  up  to  the  more  advanced  ones 
in  such  a  way  that  a  graduate  from  an  elementary  curriculum 
may.  should  he  so  desire,  enter  upon  a  more  advanced  cur- 
riculum without  any  loss  of  time  or  credits.  For  example, 
a  graduate  from  curriculum  1  may  complete  curriculum  II 
in  one  year  or  curriculum  IV  in  two  years. 

Elective  subjects  should  be  chosen  only  by  students  classi- 
fied in  the  year  in  which  the  elective  is  offered.  Each  subject 
pursued  for  one  term  gives  one  credit,  except  that  some 
courses  in  the  departments  of  Language,  Science,  and  Mathe- 
matics must  be  pursued  three  terms  before  credit  will  be 
given,   as  indicated   in   the  description   of  these  courses.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

AGRICULTURE 

The  work  in  agriculture  is  designed  to  train  prospective 
teachers  in  bringing  the  interests  of  the  home  and  the  school 
into  closer  relation  and  thus  better  the  conditions  of  rural 
life.  An  effort  is  made  to  teach  the  simple,  yet  fundamental, 
principles  of  elementary  agriculture  so  that  the  teachers  in 
the  rural  and  elementary  schools  can  intelligently  direct  and 
stimulate  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  agricultural  con- 
ditions of  North  Dakota. 

This  institution  has  >a  well-equipped  farm  with  a  modern 
dairy  and  horse  barn,  a  good  herd  of  Holstein-Friesian  dairy 
cows,  horses,  swine,  and  poultry.  The  land  under  cultivation 
is  devoted  to  the  growing  of  feed  for  the  stock  and  vegetables 
for  the  dormitories.  Provision  is  made  for  garden  space  so 
that  practice  is  given  students  in  the  planning,  planting,  and 
cultivation  of  various  types  of  gardens.  Demonstration  and 
culture  plots  provide  material  for  class  use.  In  fact,  every 
effort  is  put  forth  to  make  the  instruction  in  agriculture  as 
concrete  and  practical  as  the  training  of  teachers  in  this 
subject  would  seem  to  require. 

SPECIAL   NOTICE 

Students  desiring  to  receive  special  preparation  and  recom- 
mendation for  teaching  elementary  agriculture  are  required 
to  elect  farm  crops  41,  soils  41,  horticulture  41,  animal 
husbandry  51,  soils  51,  and  either  farm  management  51  or 
gardening  51.  This  statement  applies  to  high  school  gradu- 
ates or  to  those  having  equivalent  preparation.  Other  courses 
may  be  elected. 

REQUIRED   COURSES: 

Farm  Crops  31.  Required  in  third  year.  Fall  and  summer 
terms.  One  credit.  Prerequisites  are  Nature  Study  11,  Bot- 
any 21,  and  Regional  Geography  21  and  22.  Classification  of 
field  crops.  Rotation  of  crops  and  the  principles  which 
govern.  All  of  the  leading  grain  crops  studied  intensively. 
Soils  adapted  to  each  with  attention  to  their  preparation  arid 
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management  during  crop  growth.  Seed  selection  and  prepara- 
tion, planting,  cultivation,  harvesting.  Recognition  of  weeds 
and  met  hods  of  control.  Forage  crops,  including  seeding, 
harvesting,  and  uses.  Miscellaneous  crops,  such  as  potatoes. 
Use  is  made  of  the  Norm/il  School  farm  and  surrounding 
farms  to  make  clear  fundamental  principles.  Students  who 
wish  animal  husbandry  should  elect  Animal  Husbandry  51. 

Soils  31.  Required  in  the  third  year.  Spring  and  summer 
terms.  One  credit.  Prerequisites  are  the  same  as  those  for 
Farm  Crops  31.  This  course  gives  the  student  a  mastery  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  soils  in  their  relation  to  the 
following:  origin  and  classification,  physical  properties, 
water  requirements,  temperature,  drainage,  tillage,  erosion, 
management  of  sandy  and  clay  types,  dry  farming,  farm 
manures  and  commercial  fertilizers,  nitrogen,  humus,  and 
the  principal  relations  of  soil  and  plant  life.  Standard  labora- 
tory exercises  illustrating  these  principles  are  carefully 
worked  out.  Typical  soils  are  studied  by  means  of  field 
excursions.  In  the  spring  and  summer  terms  vegetable  and 
school  gardens  or  experimental  plots  are  planted,  tilled  and 
managed  by  the  classes  as  a  means  of  discovering  and  mak- 
ing application  of  essential  principles  of  soil  tillage,  fertility, 
moisture,  and  temperature. 

General  Agriculture  51.  Required  in  the  fifth  year.  Stu- 
dents who  have  had  the  equivalent  elsewhere  are  required  to 
substitute  for  it  some  one  of  the  special  courses  in  agricul- 
ture. Students  may  be  excused  from  this  course  if  they  have 
had  from  two  to  three  terms  of  good  instruction  in  agricul- 
ture. Repeated  each  term  if  necessary.  One  credit.  A 
general  yet  quite  intensive  study  of  farm  crops,  animals,  and 
soils.  An  effort  is  made  to  develop  an  appreciation  of  the 
scientific  basis  of  agriculture. 

ELECTIVE   COURSES: 

Farm  Crops  41.  Elective.  Prerequisite,  high  school  gradu- 
ation or  equivalent.  Fall  term.  One  credit.  An  advanced 
course  in  the  origin,  development,  and  improvement  of  field 
crops  as  corn,  wheat,  oats,  etc.  A  study  of  their  classifica- 
tion, soil  preparation,  seed  for  planting,  cultivation,  harvest- 
ing,   and    storage.      Crop    rotation,    diseases    and    injurious 
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insects.  Seed  selection.  Methods  of  improvement"  Judging. 
Weeds  and  methods  of  eradication.  The  course  should  be 
helpful  to  teachers  preparing  for  graded  and  consolidated 
schools. 

Soils  41.  Elective.  Prerequisite,  a  year's  work  in  high 
school  physics  or  its  equivalent.  Winter  term.  One  credit. 
A  definite  and  practical  course  in  soil  composition,  soil  form- 
ing processes,  soil  classification,  soil  structure  and  texture, 
the  organic  matter  of  the  soil,  soil  water,  and  its  movements 
and  control,  soil  heat,  soil  air,  land  drainage,  soil  tillage,  and 
dry  farming.  Standard  exercises  are  worked  out  in  the 
laboratory  to  make  the  work  as  concrete  as  possible. 

Horticulture  41.  Elective.  Prerequisite,  high  school  gradu- 
ation or  its  equivalent.  Spring  term.  One  credit.  Designed 
to  give  the  student  a  definite  notion  as  to  the  planning,  plant- 
ing, and  cultivation  of  fruit  orchards,  home  and  school  gar- 
dens. A  study  is  made  of  the  care  and  management  of  fruit 
trees  and  small  fruits  and  their  adaptation  to  North  Dakota 
conditions.  Laboratory  work  is  largely  out  of  doors.  Prun- 
ing, graf tage,  and  spraying  will  be  taught. 

Animal  Husbandry  51.  Elective.  Fall  or  summer  terms. 
One  credit.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  teach  students 
the  origin,  development,  and  method  of  improvement  of  the 
principal  breeds  of  farm  animals.  Attention  is  given  to  the 
management  and  care  of  animals  as  kept  on  the  average 
farm.  Draft  and  light  types  of  horses.  Beef  and  dairy  cattle. 
Lard  and  bacon  types  of  swine.  Mutton  and  wool  types  of 
sheep.  Meat,  egg.  and  general  purpose  types  of  poultry.  Stock 
judging,  farm  building  plans,  and  milk  testing  constitute  the 
laboratory  work. 

Farm  Management  51.  Elective.  Fall  or  winter  term.  One 
credit.  Farming  as  an  occupation,  types  of  farming,  diversi- 
fied and  specialized  farming,  soil  management,  farm  machin- 
ery, labor,  co-operation,  capital,  and  marketing  are  among 
some  of  the  topics  that  will  receive  careful  study. 

Feeds  51.  Elective.  Winter  term.  One  credit.  The  aim  is 
to    acquire   a    knowledge    of    the    main   principles    of   feeding 
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farm  animals.  Food  principles.  The  digestive  system  of  an 
animal.  Balancing  and  calculation  of  rations.  Feeding  stand- 
ards. Dairying  and  its  place  in  farm  practice.  Composi- 
tion and  care  of  milk.  The  Babcock  test.  Study  of  individual 
differences. 

Soils  51.  Elective.  Prerequisite,  at  least  a  year  of  chem- 
istry, and  preferably  two.  Spring  term.  One  credit.  Chem- 
ical composition  of  the  soil.  Plant  food  and  its  use.  Essen- 
tial elements  and  crop  requirements.  Loss  of  soil  fertility  and 
methods  of  restoring  and  maintaining  it.  Farm  and  green 
manures.  Commercial  fertilizers.  Field  work.  Principles 
illustrated  by  means  of  culture  experiments. 

Dairying  51.  Elective.  Winter  and  summer  terms.  One- 
half  credit.  This  course  is  more  intensive  than  the  subject 
matter  which  can  be  presented  in  a  general  course  in  animal 
husbandry.  Some  attention  given  to  the  study  of  poultry. 
Laboratory  work  in  milk  and  cream  testing. 

Grain  Grading  51.  Elective.  Winter  and  summer  terms. 
One-half  credit.  Dockage  and  its  principles  are  taught.  This 
course  should  meet  the  requirements  of  Senate  Bill  112.  Some 
instruction  in  milk  and  cream  testing. 

Gardening  51.  Elective.  Spring  term.  One  credit.  This 
course  should  appeal  to  students  who  are  preparing  to  become 
primary  and  kindergarten  teachers  as  well  as  to  those  who 
wish  quite  definite  training  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
gardening.  Various  methods  of  plant  propagation.  Planning 
and  care  of  gardens.     Attention  given  to  related  topics. 

PUBLIC-SCHOOL  ART 

The  work  in  art  is  designed  to  give  students,  first,  the  power 
of  seeing  and  interpreting  the  beauty  of  the  familiar  world, 
and  a  knowledge  of  practical  aesthetics  and  established  laws 
of  good  taste  in  the  appointments  of  everyday  life;  secondly,, 
a  practical  knowledge  of  perspective  and  color. 

Special  Notice: 

Students  desiring  to  receive  special  preparation  and  recom- 
mendation for  the  teaching  of  art  in  the  public  schools  are 
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required    to  elect   Drawing  41,   Applied    Design   41,   ami  Art 

History  41  in  the  fourth  year,  and  Art  Methods  51,  52,  53  in 
the  fifth  year.  It  is  recommended  that  such  Students  should 
elect  also  three  terms  of  music,  preferably,  Supervisors  Meth- 
ods 41,  42,  43,  or  three  terms  of  manual  training,  or  three 
terms  of  penmanship,  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  demand  for  teach- 
ers prepared  to  teach  these  subjects  in  connection  with  art. 

REQUIRED  COURSES 

Drawing  11.  Required  in  first  year.  Fall  term.  One-half 
credit.  Alternates  with  Singing  11.  Freehand  perspective,  land- 
scape, bird  and  animal  drawing.    Pencil  Technique. 

Color  11.  Required  in  first  year.  Spring  term.  One  credit. 
The  Theory  of  Color.  Exercises  to  develop  color  sense,  and  to 
teach  the  various  applications  of  color  in  nature,  art,  and 
everyday  surroundings.    The  principles  of  applied  design. 

Art  Construction  41.    One  credit.    Optional  in  fourth  year. 
The  Principles   of  Art   Construction,   leading  to  an   apprecia- 
tion of  the  fine  arts,  and  the  application  of  these  principles 
to  dress,  house  furnishing  and  everyday  aesthetics. 
ELECTIVE  COURSES— 

Drawing  41.  One  credit.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  11,  and  Color 
11,  or  equivalent.  Drawing  of  still  life  and  human  figure ; 
mediums,  pencil  and  crayon. 

Applied  Design  41.  One  credit.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  11, 
Color  11,  or  equivalent.  Deals  with  the  various  crafts,  such 
as  leather,  clay,  book  binding  and  lettering. 

Art  History  41.  Open  to  all.  One  credit.  The  history  and 
appreciation  of  art.  A  study  of  the  evolution  of  the  various 
art  forms  as  a  method  of  understanding  the  art  of  today. 

Art  Methods  51.  One  credit.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  11, 
Color  11,  or  equivalent.  Methods  in  teaching  art ;  a  study  of 
how  children  learn  to  draw ;  drawing  in  its  relation  to  other 
school  work ;  the  development  of  themes  which  correlate  with 
general  school  work,  with  drawing  as  a  means  of  expression. 

Art  methods  52.  One  credit.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  11, 
Color  11,  or  equivalent.  Methods  in  teaching  intermediate  and 
upper  grade  art ;  the  study  of  various  curricula  as  offered  in 
standard   drawing   courses. 

Art  Methods  53.  One  credit.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  11, 
Color  11,  or  equivalent.  Primary  methods  in  drawing  and  art 
expression  :  various  kinds  of  industrial  work  suitable  to  the 
first  four  grades;  blackboard  drawing;  clay  modeling. 
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COMMERCE 
REQUIRED   COURSES: 

Penmanship  Methods  41.  One  credit.  Optional  in  fourth 
year.  This  work  is  designed  to  prepare  students  to  become 
teachers  of  writing  and  supervisors  of  writing  in  school 
systems.  The  students  in  addition  to  the  class  work,  qualify 
for  their  Palmer  Teacher's  certificate.  Text :  The  Palmer 
Method  of  Business  Writing. 

Penmanship  21.  One  credit.  Required  in  second  year. 
Free  handwriting,  with  abundant  practice  and  drill  and  spe- 
cial attention  to  the  correct  pedagogy  of  the  subject.  In  addi- 
tion, students  work  for  their  Palmer  certificate.  Text :  The 
Palmer   Method   of  Business   Writing. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Bookkeeping  41,  42,  43.  Elective.  Three  credits.  Two 
periods  daily.  Fundamental  principles  of  modern  bookkeeping 
and  accounting  are  taught.  Students  are  taught  to  keep 
books  for  a  single  proprietor,  a  partnership,  and  a  corpora- 
tion. Individual  and  class  instruction  is  given.  Text :  20th 
Century  Bookkeeping  &  Accounting. 

Stenography  51,  52  53.  Elective.  Three  credits.  One 
period  daily,  except  53  when  an  extra  period  is  required  for 
transcription.  The  fundamental  principles  of  the  subject  of 
phonography  are  taught  in  51  and  52  with  special  emphasis 
on  accuracy.  53  is  devoted  to  acquiring  of  speed.  Office 
training  is  taught  with  53.  Texts:  Gregg  Manual  &  Speed 
Studies. 

Commercial  Law  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  A  thorough 
study  of  the  fundamental  laws  of  business  and  customs  gov- 
erning trade  is  made.  Practical  application  is  made  whenever 
possible.  A  systematic  study  of  contracts,  negotiable  instru- 
ments, personal  property,  agency,  partnership,  corporations, 
insurance,  and  real  estate  is  carried  on.  In  the  last  two 
weeks  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  parliamentary  drill.  Text: 
Burgess'  Commercial  Law. 
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Commercial  Correspondence  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  A 
thorough  study  of  English  grammar  and  spelling  is  made. 
Extensive  practice  is  given  in  letter  writing,  with  special 
emphasis  on  business  letter  writing.  Texts :  Shervvin  Cody's 
How  to  do  Business  by  Letter  &  Word  Study. 

Typewriting  51.  52,  53.  Elective.  One  credit  for  two 
periods  daily,  one-half  credit  for  one  period.  The  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  touch  system,  a  thorough  mastery  of 
the  key  board  and  care  of  machine  are  taught.  If  three 
consecutive  terms  are  taken,  the  student  should  reach  a  maxi- 
mum speed  of  45  words  per  minute.  Text :  Gregg  Rational 
Typewriting.     High  School  Ed. 

Commercial  Arithmetic  21.  Elective.  One  credit.  A  thorough 

review  of  the  fundamental  processes.  Emphasis  is  laid  on 
these  in  their  application  to  business.  Some  use  is  made  of 
short  methods.  Text:  Finny  &  Brown  Modern  Business 
Arithmetic. 

Advanced  Penmanship  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  Prerequi- 
site either  Penmanship  «41  or  one  term  of  Palmer  Penmanship 
from  high  school  or  its  equivalent.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  sentence  and  body  writing,  also  the  exercises  for  a  Palmer 
Teacher's  certificate  are  prepared  and  sent  to  the  Chicago 
office  without  any  charge.  Text:  Palmer's  Penmanship 
Budget  and  The  Commercial  Edition  of  the  Palmer  Method 
of  Business  Writing. 

EDUCATION 

REQUIRED   COURSES: 

Rural  Pedagogy  31.  Required  in  the  rural  course.  Fall 
term.  One  credit.  A  consideration  of  the  general  problems 
of  the  rural  school,  its  discipline,  program,  and  methods  of 
recitation. 

Elementary  Education  41.  Required  in  the  fourth  year. 
One  credit.  An  introductory  study  of  the  factors,  problems, 
and  principles  involved  in  pedagogy,  school  organization,  and 
school  management. 
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Advanced  Education  51.  Required  in  the  fifth  year.  One 
credit.  A  historical  and  descriptive  study  of  public  education 
in  the  United  States  with  emphasis  upon  the  development  of 
school  organization,  curricula,  subject  matter,  and  methods  of 
teaching. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Educational  Sociology  51.  Elective  in  the  fourth  year. 
Fifth  year  students  must  take  this  course  or  Educational 
Psychology.  One  credit.  Deals  with  the  school  as  an  insti- 
tution reflecting  social  demands  and  as  a  factor  in  creating 
ideals  and  directing  social  energy  towards  their  realization. 

School  Administration  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  This 
course  will  be  varied  to  conform  to  the  needs  of  the  class  but 
will  deal  in  general  with  legal  and  administrative  factors  and 
problems  in  education  which  confront  teachers,  supervisors, 
and  principals. 

Educational   Measurements  51.     Elective.     One  credit.    This 
course  treats  of  standardized  tests  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  school  subjects  and  of  methods  employed  in  school  sur 
veys.    Practical  demonstrations  of  various  tests  together  with 
methods  of  administering  them  will  be  given. 

HISTORY 
REQUIRED  COURSES: 

European  History  11.  Required  in  first  year.  Winter  term, 
-Aim :  to  form  a  background  for  the  study  of  American  history 
and  the  development  of  American  institutions. 

American  History  21,  22,  and  23.  Prerequisite,  the  com- 
pletion of  a  year's  work  in  the  State  Normal  School  or  high 
school,  including  European  History  11  or  equivalent.  Re- 
quired in  second  year.  Must  be  taken  in  fall,  winter  and 
spring  terms.  Three  credits.  Aim :  to  give  an  understand- 
ing of  American  history  ana"  institutions  and  an  appreciation 
of  American  citizenship.  American  History  21  covers  the 
field  from  Columbus  to  the  Constitution;  American  History 
22  from  the  Constitution  through  the  Civil  War;  American 
History  23  from  the  Civil  War  to  the  present  time. 
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Civics  31,  Economics  31,  and  Sociology  31.  Prerequisite, 
European  History  11*  and  American  History  21,  22  and  23  or 
equivalent.  Required  in  the  third  year.  Three  credits.  Must 
he  taken  in  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Aim :  to  give 
an  understanding  of  American  life  and  institutions  from  the 
viewpoint  of  their  political,  economic,  and  social  development, 
with  emphasis  upon  the  application  of  these  subjects  to  rural 
conditions. 

Review  History  41.  Prerequisite,  European  History  11, 
American  History  21,  22,  and  23,  or  graduation  from  a  four- 
year  high  school.  Optional  in  fourth  year.  One  credit.  A 
review  of  the  important  phases  of  American  history,  with  a 
study  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  history  in  the  grades. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Rural  Sociology  51.  Prerequisite,  graduation  from  Curricu- 
lum I  or  equivalent.  Elective  in  fourth  and  fifth  years.  One 
credit.  A  study  of  rural  life  and  its  problems,  with  emphasis 
upon  conditions  in  North  Dakota. 

Economic  Problems  51.  Prerequisite,  graduation  from  Cur- 
riculum I  or  equivalent.  Elective  in  fourth  and  fifth  years. 
One  credit.    A  study  of  modern  economic  problems. 

Social  Problems  51.  Prerequisite,  graduation  from  Curri- 
culum I  or  equivalent.  Elective  in  fourth  and  fifth  years.  One 
credit.    A  study  of  modern  social  problems. 

History  Methods  41.  Prerequisite,  European  History  11, 
American  History  21,  22  and  23,  or  graduation  from  a  four- 
year  high  school.  Elective  in  fourth  year.  One  credit.  A 
study  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  teaching  history,  and 
an  examination  of  historical  materials. 

General  History  41,  42  and  43.  Prerequisite,  European  His- 
tory and  American  History  21,  22  and  23.  Elective  in  the 
fourth  year.  Three  credits.  The  aim  is  to  give  an  apprecia- 
tion of  ancient,  mediaeval,  and  modern  European  history. 

North  Dakota  History  41.  Prerequisite,  European  History 
11,  American  History  21,  22  and  23.  Elective  in  third  and 
fourth  years.     One-half  credit.     The  aim  of  this  course  is  to 
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make  the  student  acquainted  with  the  history  of  our  state  and 
the  sources  and  materials  to  be  usecl  in  teaching  it. 

HOME   ECONOMICS 

The  work  in  home  economics  is  intended  to  prepare  teach- 
ers of  cooking  and  sewing  for  the  graded,  consolidated  and 
high  schools.  Those  students  who  wish  to  receive  training 
and  recommendation  to  teach  home  economics  will  be  required 
to  elect  the  following  subjects:  Food  Study  41,  Textiles  41, 
Cookery  41  and  42,  and  Sewing  41  and  42  in  the  fourth  year. 
In  the  fifth  year  they  will  elect  Dietetics  51,  Household  Man- 
agement 51,  Dressmaking  51,  Cookery  51  and  either  Cookery 
52  or  Dressmaking  52  and  one  term  home  economics  teaching. 
It  is  expected  that  the  student  will  elect  also  two  terms  of 
either  art,  manual  training,  music  or  physical  education.  One 
year  elementary  chemistry  is  prerequisite  to  this  work.  This 
may  be  taken  here  but  the  student  who  lacks  high  school 
chemistry  will  not  be  able  to  complete  the  course  in  regular 
time  unless  credits  are  given  on  high  school  work  in  cooking 
and  sewing.  Students  who  have  had  one  or  two  year  courses 
in  home  economics  in  high  school  or  equivalent,  by  taking 
Food  Study  41  and  Textiles  41  may  be  given  credit  for  Cook- 
ery 41  and  42  and  Sewing  41  and  42. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Cookery  11,  12  and  13.  One  and  one-half  credits.  Optional 
in  first  year.  Fall,  winter  and  spring  terms.  Alternates  with 
Sewing  11,  12  and  13.  This  work  is  designed  to  give  a 
knowledge  of  ordinary  food  materials,  their  composition,  pro- 
duction, and  their  nutritive  and  economic  value.  Laboratory 
work  includes  food  preservation  and  attractive  ways  of  serv- 
ing, with  emphasis  upon  economy  and  the  nutritive  value  of 
materials  used. 

Cookery  41.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  year. 
Winter  term.  Alternates  with  Sewing  41.  Prerequisite  Food 
Study  41.  A  course  in  cookery  based  on  the  study  of  Food 
Principles,  planned  to  give  the  student  a  working  knowledge 
of  the  fundamental  processes  of  cookery  and  includes  work  in 
carbohydrates,  protein  and  food  combinations.  Economy  and 
efficiency  in  handling  materials  are  emphasized. 
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Cookery  42.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  ye;ir. 
Spring  term.  Alternates  with  Sewing  42.  Prerequisites  Cook- 
ery 41  and  Food  Study  41.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of 
Cookery  41  and  continues  work  in  food  combinations.  Salads, 
desserts,  canning  and  serving  are  emphasized.. 

Food  Study  41.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  year. 
Fall  term.  Six  weeks.  Prerequisite,  one  year  of  chemistry. 
This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  knowledge  of  food  classes, 
their  composition,  production,  manufacture  and  the  changes 
taking  place  in  them  during  the  cooking  and  digestive  pro- 
cesses. 

Cookery  51.  One  credit.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  Winter 
term.  Open  to  all  students  having  had  one  year  of  cookery. 
Foods  more  elaborate  in  composition  and  preparation  are 
considered. 

Cookery  52.  One  credit.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  Spring 
term.  Open  to  all  students  having  had  one  year  of  cookery. 
Work  in  planning  and  serving  meals ;  choice  and  arrangement 
of  appropriate  decorations  and  correct  methods  of  service. 

Dietetics  51.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  Fall 
term.  Six  weeks.  Prerequisite  Food  Study  41.  This  course 
includes  a  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  human 
nutrition,  their  application  to  the  dietary  of  the  individual  and 
family  under  varying  conditions,  and  a  study  of  food  in  rela- 
tion to  disease. 

Household  Management  51.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in 
fifth  year.  Fall  term.  Six  weeks.  Prerequisite,  Drawing  41. 
This  course  emphasizes  the  problems  of  the  home,  the  divi- 
sion of  the  income,  keeping  household  accounts,  and  buying 
and  care  of  supplies. 

Sewing  11,  12  and  13.  One  and  one-half  credits.  Optional 
in  first  year.  Fall,  winter  and  spring  terms.  Alternates  with 
Cookery  11,  12  and  13.  This  course  forms  a  basis  for  further 
courses  offered  or  for  practical  work  in  the  home  by  problems 
in  handwork,  simple  drafting  and  adaptation  of  commercial 
patterns.  It  includes  a  study  of  the  use  and  care  of  sewing 
machine  and  attachments  with  application  to  simple  under- 
garments and  a  wash  dress. 
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Sewing  41.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  year.  Win- 
ter term.  Six  weeks.  Alternates  with  Cookery  41.  Pre- 
requisite, Textiles  41.  To  form  a  basis  for  all  sewing  the 
various  stitches  and  processes  ordinarily  used  in  sewing  are 
taught  in  the  making  of  articles.  A  study  is  made  of  the 
straight  line  drafting,  the  care  and  use  of  the  sewing  ma- 
chine, and  simple  garments  which  involve  machine  and  hand 
sewing. 

Sewing  42.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  year. 
Spring  term.  Six  weeks.  Alternates  with  Cookery  42.  Pre- 
requisites, Sewing  41  and  Textiles  41.  A  study  of  commercial 
patterns  and  their  use  in  the  construction  of  a  wash  dress. 
A  study  of  machine  attachments  and  use  of  them  in  making 
simple  garments.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  secure  speed 
and  efficient  use  of  the  sewing  machine. 

Textiles  41.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in  fourth  year.  Fall 
term.  Six  weeks.  Prerequisite,  one  year  of  chemistry.  A 
study  of  the  production  of  textile  fibers  and  manufacture 
into  fabrics  as  a  basis  for  better  judgment  in  buying. 

Dressmaking  51.  One  credit.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  Fall 
term.  Open  to  all  students  having  had  one  year  of  sewing. 
Construction  of  a  semi-tailored  woolen  dress.  Instruction 
given  in  sponging,  pressing,  and  in  the  care  and  renovation 
of  clothing.  Construction  of  a  silk  blouse.  Handling  of  silk 
materials,  various  finishes  and  methods  of  trimming. 

Dressmaking  52.  One  credit.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  Spring 
term.  Open  to  all  students  having  had  one  year  of  sewing. 
Practice  in  drafting,  cutting,  fitting  and  designing  patterns. 
Each  student  plans,  cuts  and  makes  a  thin  dress  for  a  stated 
amount.  All  decorations  and  findings  must  come  within  a 
given  estimate.  A  tailored  skirt  of  wash  material  is  also 
made. 

Home  Economics  Teaching.  At  least  one  term  of  practice 
teaching  in  cookery  and  sewing  is  required  of  all  students, 
intending  to  teach  this  special  work.  Planning  of  courses  in 
cookery  and  sewing,  cost  and  planning  of  laboratory  equip- 
ment and  cost  of  maintenance  are  considered  with  the  critic 
teacher.  , 
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HYGIENE   AND   PHYSICAL   EDUCATION. 

Courses  offered  in  hygiene  and  physical  education  may  be 
grouped  into  three  classes  as  follows : 

I — General  Required  Courses. 
II — General  Elective  Courses. 
Ill — Special  Elective  Courses. 

This  grouping  corresponds  roughly  with  the  three-fold  pur- 
pose of  the  department,  namely,  the  physical  training  and 
health  education  of  students  while  in  school ;  the  training  of 
teachers  who  can  combine"  playground  or  community  welfare 
wTork  with  their  teaching;  and  the  training  of  specialists 
qualified  to  teach  or  supervise  the  teaching  of  hygiene  and 
physical  education  in  their  varied  aspects. 

General  practice  courses  of  either  two  or  three  weekly 
periods  in  physical  education  are  required  of  all  students 
during  their  period  of  residence  at  the  school.  Fourth  and 
fifth  year  students  are  required  to  report  on  unsupervised 
recreational  physical  activity  for  three  additional  periods 
weekly.  General  courses  in  hygiene  are  required  of  fourth 
and  fifth  year  students  during  the  fourth  year  and  the  first 
two  terms  of  the  fifth  year. 

Students  desiring  to  specialize  in  playground  work  or  other 
forms  of  community  extension  work  are  advised  to  elect  the 
five  general  courses  offered  by  this  department  and  in  addi- 
tion Rural  Sociology  51,  Economic  Problems  51,  Social  Prob- 
lems 51,  Educational  Psychology  51,  Social  Psychology  and 
Nature  Study  41. 

Students  desiring  to  specialize  in  hygiene  and  physical 
education  and  receive  the  special  diploma  must  elect  Play- 
ground Methods  41  Anatomy  41,  and  Physiology  in  the  fourth 
year  and  the  remainder  of  the  special  courses  the  fifth  year. 


GENERAL  REQUIRED  COURSES 

Physical  Education  Practice  (General).  Two  or  three 
periods  each  week.  Classes  are  conducted  for  both  men  and 
women.  The  work  includes  graded  calisthenics,  elementary 
and  advanced  apparatus  work,  gymnastic,  aesthetic  and  folk 
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dancing,  games,  and  indoor  and  outdoor  athletics.  The 
equivalent  of  one  term  is  given  to  a  consideration  of  school 
games,  and  public  school  gymnastics.  The  kind  of  practical 
work  which  a  student  may  do  is  optional  with  the  student 
in  so  far  as  his  physical  condition  and  skill  will  allow.  Dur- 
ing the  fail  and  spring  the  work,  for  both  men  and  women  is 
conducted  in  the  open  air,  weather  permitting.  During  the 
winter  months  it  consists  of  gymnastics,  indoor  athletics,  and 
winter  sports  when  conditions  are  favorable. 

Practice  11,  12,  and  13.  See   Physical  Education    (General). 

Practice  21,  22,  and  23.  See  Physical   Education    (General). 

Practice  31,  32,  and  33.  See   Physical   Education    (General). 

Practice  41,  42,  and  43.  One-half  credit  each.     See  Physical 

Education  (General). 

Practice  51,  52,  and  53.  Practice  51  and  52  one-half  credit 
each.  See  Physical  Education  (General).  Rhythmics  51,  52, 
and  53  may  be  elected  instead  of  Practice  51,  52.  and  53. 

Personal  Hygiene  41.  (General  and  Individual  Hygiene). 
One-half  credit.  Required,  fourth  year.  Agents  that  injure 
health,  carriers  of  disease,  defenses  of  health,  constructive 
health  habits,  prevention  of  diseases  and  malformations. 

School  Hygiene  41.  (Sanitation  of  School  Buildings  and 
Hygiene  of  the  School  Child).  Required,  fourth  year. 
One-half  credit.  School  construction  from  the  standpoint  of 
hygiene,  lighting,  heating,  ventilating,  seating  etc.  Physical 
deficiencies  as  affecting  mentality  and  social  efficiency.  What 
the  school  can  do. 

Principles  of  Physical  Training  41.  Required,  fourth  year. 
One-half  credit.  Field  and  scope  of  physical  education.  Rela- 
tion to  education  and  the  sciences  underlying  education. 
General  Principles  and  methods  in  public  school  gymnastics, 
athletics  and  playground  activities. 

Group  Hygine  51.  Required,  fifth  year.  One-half  credit. 
Hygiene  of  the  home  and  the  family,  occupational  hygiene, 
institutional   hygiene. 
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Intergroup  Hygiene  51.  Required,  fifth  year.  One-half 
credit.  Rural  hygiene,  village  and  city  hygiene,  state,  national 
and  international  hygiene. 

GENERAL   ELECTIVE   COURSES. 

Playground     Methods     41.     Elective.     Fall,     spring     and 

summer  terms.  One  credit.  Play  in  its  relation  to  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth.  Playgrounds,  their  history  and  use,  equip- 
ment and  management.  During  the  last  six  weeks  playground 
games,  and  method  of  teaching  them. 

Public  School  Physical  Education  51.     Elective.     Fall  term. 

One-half  credit.  The  nature  and  needs  of  the  boy  and  the 
girl  of  school  age.  The  value  of  physical  education  as  a 
factor  in  the  mental  and  physical  growth  of  the  youth  of  both 
sexes.  Progress  of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools 
in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries. 

Athletic  Coaching  51.  Elective.  Winter  and  spring  terms. 
One-half  credit.  A  study  of  the  rules  of  the  various  competitive 

athletic  games,  methods  of  developing  teams,  systems  of  play 
and  diagrammed  plays  in  such  sports  as  football,  basketball, 
baseball,  hockey  etc, 

First  Aid  51.  Elective.  Spring  term.  One-half  credit.  The 
diagnosis  of  common  ailments  and  injuries,  such  as  fractures, 
bruises,  sprains,  dislocations,  wounds,  and  methods  of  treat- 
ment taught  in  connection  with  a  clinic  conducted  in  the 
training  school. 

Rhythmics  51,  52,  and  53.  (Gymnastic  dancing).  Elective. 
Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  The  study  and  practice  of 
the  fundamental  steps,  folk  dances,  aesthetic,  interpretive, 
and  original  dances.  May  be  elected  by  any  fifth  year  student 
instead  of  Physical  Education  Practice  51,  52,  and  53,  but 
must  be  taken  by  those  students  preparing  to  teach  physical 
education. 

Practical  Health  Examinations  41.  One-half  credit.  Sum- 
mer term  only.  May  advantageously  be  combined  with  course 
on  school  hygiene.  Determination  of  condition  of  eyes,  ears, 
nose  and  throat,  scalp  and  skin,  nutrition  and  posture.     Symp- 
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toms  of  contagious  diseases.  ^  After  class  room  study  and 
practice  each  student  will  be  required  to  make  at  least  one 
examination  of  a  school  child. 

Extension  Activities.  One-half  credit.  Summer  term  only. 
Boys'  Clubs,  Boy  Scouts,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  and  Boys*  Camps, 
their  promotion,  management,  and  methods  of  correlating  with 
school  activities. 

Folk  Dancing.  (Unclassified).  Five  periods  per  week. 
Summer  term  only.  May  apply  on  required  physical  education 
in  any  year.  Simple  folk  dances  of  foreign  countries,  suitable 
for  the  elementary  school.  Adaptation  to  school  work  and 
methods  of  teaching  them. 

Games.  (Unclassified).  Five  periods  per  week.  Summer 
term  only.  May  apply  on  required  physical  education  in  any 
year.    Tennis,  base  ball,  basket  ball  and  other  games. 


SPECIAL   ELECTIVE  COURSES 


Anatomy  41.  Elective  winter  term  only.  One  credit.  The 
gross  anatomy  of  the  muscles,  bones,  joints,  organs,  nervous 
system  and  the  circulation  as  a  basis  of  further  study  in 
physiology,  hygiene,  and  structures  of  the  human  body. 

Physiology  41.  Elective.  Spring  term.  One  credit.  The 
functions  of  the  human  body.  Physiology  of  Exercise. 
Kinesiology. 

History  of  Physical  Education  51.  Elective.  Fall  term. 
One-half  credit.  Assigned  readings  and  recitations  covering 
the  period  of  Greek  and  Roman  culture,  the  Medieval  and 
Modern  periods,  and  the  history  and  development  of  physical 
education  in  its  various  phases  in  America.  Literature  of 
Physical   Education. 

Advanced  Physical  Education  Theory  51.  Elective.  Fall 
term.  One-half  credit.  Lectures,  readings,  and  discussions. 
The    viewpoints,    applications,    and    the    reason    for    physical 
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education.     Explanations  and  discussions  of  some  of  the  prob- 
lems relating  to  physical  education. 

Advanced  Gymnastic  Methods  51  and  52.  Elective.  Fall 
and  winter  terms.  Two  credits.  The  methods  of  teaching 
gymnatsics.  Gymnastic  nomenclature,  and  the  practice  of 
calisthenics  and  apparatus.  Gymnastics  for  the  cultivation  of 
proficiency  in  execution. 

SPECIAL   KINDERGARTEN  COURSE 

Purpose.  To  give  a  thorough  and  correct  knowledge  of 
kindergarten  principles  and  their  application  in  kindergarten 
and  primary  grades. 

Candidates  should  have  considerable  musical  ability  and  a 
sympathetic  interest  in  young  children. 

Special  kindergarten  students  are  urged  to  elect  one  term 
of  teaching  in  a  primary  grade,  and  courses  in  primary 
methods,  music,  art  and  nature  study. 

They  are  required  to  elect: 

Three  terms  of  teaching  in  the  kindergarten. 

Kindergarten  Theory  41,  42,  and  43.  Three  credits.  A 
careful  study  of  the  child  under  seven.  The  application  of 
kindergarten  principles  and  methods  in  Froebel's  gifts,  hand- 
work, plays  and  games,  stories,  songs  and  nature  excursions. 
Program  making.     Froebel's  "Mother  Play." 

Kindergarten  Theory  51.  (Advanced).  Prerequisite  Kin- 
dergarten theory  41.  Winter  term  only.  One  credit.  Froebel- 
ian  principles  as  found  in  the  "Education  of  Man."  Kinder- 
garten history,  bibliography  and  equipment.  Montessori 
apparatus. 

LANGUAGE 

Composition  11.  12,  and  13.  Required  in  the  first  year. 
Three  credits.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Prerequisite, 
completion  of  the  eighth  grade  work  of  the  public  school, 
or  its  equivalent.  Aim :  to  teach  the  essentials  of  grammar 
and  composition,  and  to  help  the  student  to  read  understand- 
ing^ and  with  expression.  The  writing  of  weekly  themes 
and  exercises  in  oral  composition  form  an  essential  part  of 
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the  course.  In  Composition  12  one  day  a  week  is  devoted  to 
library  methods.  Texts:  Claxton  ana  McGinniss'  Effective 
English,  and  selected  classics. 

Rhetoric  21,  22,  and  23.  Required  in  the  second  year. 
Three  credits.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Prerequisites, 
Composition  11,  12,  and  13.  Aim:  to  teach  the  principles 
of  correct  expression  in  written  and  oral  English,  and  to 
develop  an  appreciation  of  English  masterpieces.  The  presen- 
tation of  weekly  themes  both  written  and  oral  is  required 
throughout  the  year.  Texts :  Claxton  and  McGinniss'  Effective 
English,  and  selected  classics. 

English  Literature  31,  32,  and  33.  Required  in  the  third 
year.  Three  credits.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Pre- 
requisites, Composition  11,  12  and  13 ;  Rhetoric  21.  22,  and  23. 
Aim :  to  create  an  interest  in  good  literature  and  to  develop 
in  the  student  the  power  of  both  written  and  oral  expression. 
The  work  of  the  spring  term  is  devoted  chiefly  to  public 
speaking.  Texts :  Century  Readings  in  English  Literature, 
and  selected  classics. 

Review  Grammar  41.  Optional  in  the  fourth  year.  One 
credit.  Offered  each  term.  A  review  of  English  grammar,  giving 
special  attention  to  the  requirements  of  good  usage  com- 
monly violated.  Text :  Kittredge  and  Farley's  Advanced 
English   Grammar. 

Juvenile  Literature  41.  Required  of  all  fourth-year  stu- 
dents. Offered  each  term.  One  credit.  A  study  of  the  dif- 
ferent types  of  literature  suitable  for  children  in  the  elemen- 
tary school  is  made;  an  appreciation  of  literature  as  an  art  is 
encouraged ;  the  presentation  of  stories  and  poetry,  and  much 
reading  of  children's  literature  are  required.  One  period  a 
week  is  given  to  library  methods.  Text:  MacClintock's  Lit- 
erature in  the  Elementary  School. 

Composition  51.  Required  of  all  fifth-year  students.  One 
credit.  Fall  and  spring  terms.  This  course  is  designed  to  aid 
teachers  in  developing  the  expression  of  children,  both  written 
and  oral;  also  to  afford  a  review  of  essential  rhetorical  prin- 
ciples.    Weekly  themes  are  required. 
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ELECTIVE   COURSES: 

American  Literature  31,  32,  and  33.  Elective  in  the  second, 
third,  and*  fourth  years.  Three  credits.  Fall,  winter  and 
spring  terms.  The  fall  term  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  American 
prose  before  1900 ;  the  winter  term,  to  American  poetry  before 
1900 ;  the  spring  term,  to  twentieth  century  writers.  Texts : 
Foerster's,  The  Chief  American  Prose  Writers,  Page's  Chief 
American  Poets,  Pattee's  American  Literature  since  1870. 

Literature  51.  52,  and  53.  Elective  in  the  fourth  and  fifth 
years.  Three  credits.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  An 
intensive  study  of  some  particular  form  or  period  of  litera- 
ture. The  subjects  vary  from  year  to  year.  The  course  for 
1920-21  will  be  a  study  of  the  various  types  of  poetry.  Texts : 
Selected   classics. 

Rhetoric  51,  52.  and  53.  Elective  in  the  fourth  and  fifth 
years.  Three  credits.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  An 
intensive  study  of  the  various  forms  of  prose  discourse  and 
literary  style.  Text :  Brewster's  English  Composition  and 
Style. 

Journalism  51.  Elective  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  years.  One 
credit.  This  course  runs  through  the  year  and  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  Composition  51  which  is  required  in  the  fifth 
year.  Members  of  this  class  are  trained  in  the  essentials  of 
conducting  a  school  paper  and  are  given  a  place  on  the 
editorial  staff  of  the  "Normal  School  Budget,"  the  weekly 
newspaper  of  the   State  Normal  School. 

English  X.  Winter  and  spring  terms.  Designed  to  be 
helpful  to  any  who  are  delinquent  in  composition  and  reading. 
Students  may  be  asked  to  enter  this  class  and  to  remain  as 
long  as  individual  needs  may  require.  The  class  meets  one 
to  three  hours  a  week  as  may  be  required. 

French  41,  42,  43.  Elective  in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth 
years.  Three  credits.  Grammar  and  reading.  Special  em- 
phasis is  placed  on  conversation  in  French  during  class  hours 
from  the  beginning.  Daily  drills  in  pronunciation  and  in 
colloquial  French.  Texts :  Fraser  and  Squair's  Complete 
French   Grammar ;   Reader :   La   Belle  France. 
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French  51,  52,  53.  Elective  in  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth 
years.  Three  credits.  Enlarged  and  complete  grammar 
course.  Dictation  and  composition.  French  letter-writing 
and  journalistic  style.  Conversation  exclusively  in  French. 
Texts:  Fraser  and  Squair's  Complete  Grammar;  Reading  of 
classics  and  modern  authors. 

Latin  41,  42,  and  43.  Elective  in  third,  fourth  and  fifth 
years.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Three  credits.  Aim: 
to  give  the  student  a  vocabulary  and  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  forms  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  syntax ;  to  enable 
him  to  read  Latin  selections  as  soon,  as  rapidly,  and  as 
easily  as  possible.  The  kinship  between  Latin  and  English 
words  is  carefully  noted.  Constant  drill  in  pronunciation  and 
forms  with  daily  written  exercises  in  Latin.  Textbook: 
Scott's  Elementary  Latin. 

Latin  51,  52,  and  53.  Prerequisites  Latin  41,  42  and  43. 
Elective  in  the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  years.  Fall,  winter,  and 
spring  terms.  Three  credits.  Designed  to  increase  the  stu- 
dent's knowledge  of  the  Latin  element  in  the  English  language 
by  a  thorough  study  of  a  large  part  of  Caesar's  "Gallic  War." 
The  transaltion  from  the  Latin  into  idiomatic  English  gives 
almost  daily  practice  in  English  composition.  One  day  in 
each  week  is  devoted  to  Latin  prose  composition  and  the 
Latin  grammar  is  always  at  hand.  Textbooks :  Harkness  & 
Forbes  Caesar's  Gallic  War,  Bennett's  Latin  Grammar,  and 
D'Ooge's  Latin  Prose  Composition,  Book  I. 

Note — In  order  to  receive  credit  in  Latin  or  French  at 
least  one  year  must  be  taken.  Beyond  the  first  year  each 
term  will  be  recognized. 

LIBRARY 

Library  Methods  11.  Required  in  the  first  year.  Winter  term 
only.  One  hour  a  week  in  connection  with  Composition  12. 
Designed  to  familiarize  students  with  the  arrangement  of 
the  books,  and  to  give  general  instruction  which  shall  make 
possible  an  intelligent  use  of  the  library. 

Library  Methods  41.  Required  in  the  fourth  year.  One 
hour  a  week  in  connection  with  Juvenile  Literature  41. 
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A  study  of  the  arrangement  of  the  books  on  the  shelves,  the 
general  plan  and  the  possibilities  of  the  classification,  the  use 
of  the  card  catalog,  and  the  value  and  use  of  reference  books, 
such  as  the  principal  dictionaries,  encyclopedias,  atlases, 
gazetteers,  and  year-books,  the  various  types  of  periodicals 
with  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  Reader's  Guide.  How  to 
obtain  all  the  information  a  book  affords  from  the  title  page, 
preface,  table  of  contents,  and  index.  The  relation  between 
the  school  and  all  library  agencies — state  and  local. 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

The  work  in  manual  training  is  planned  to  be  especially 
helpful  to  young  men  and  young  women  in  rural  communities. 
It  covers  the  use  of  ordinary  tools  and  mechanical  appliances 
as  well  as  methods  of  planning  and  laying  out  work.  Young 
men  who  complete  the  course  should  be  able  to  operate 
intelligently  any  of  the  machinery  used  on  the  farm,  and  to 
make  repairs  in  a  thorough  workman-like  manner.  They  should 
be  able  to  construct,  or  repair,  all  ordinary  farm  buildings. 
The  instruction  in  the  making  and  upholstering  of  furniture 
is  valuable  alike  to  young  men  and  young  women.  In  addition 
to  the  instruction  in  the  performance  of  a  wide  range  of 
industrial  work,  there  is  offered  a  thorough  course  in  methods 
of  teaching  manual  training  in  its  various  phases. 

SPECIAL   NOTICE 

Students  will  be  given  special  recommendation  to  teach 
manual  training  who  elect  Cabinetwork  41  and  42,  and  Manual 
Training  Methods  41,  or  Printing  in  the  fourth  year,  and 
Mechanical  Drawing  51,  52,  53,  Blacksmithing  51  or  Machine 
Work  51,  Pattern  Work  51,  and  Manual  Training  Methods  51, 
in  the  fifth  year. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Manual  Training  11  and  12.  Elective  in  first  year.  Offered 
each  term  including  summer  term.  One  credit.  This  course 
is  similar  to  that  offered  in  the  grades  and  is  planned  to 
accommodate  pupils  who  enter  the  State  Normal  School  with- 
out having  completed  the  work  in  manual  training  usually 
offered  in  the  grades. 
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Joinery  11.  Elective  in  the  first  year.  Offered  each  term, 
Including  summer  term.  One  credit.  Problems  in  simple 
framing  and  methods  used  in  joining  materials  used  in  simple 
structures.  The  principles  of  rafter  and  roof  construction, 
splicing  and  bracing. 

Cabinetwork  41  and  42.  Elective.  Offered  each  term,  in- 
cluding summer  term.  Two  credits.  A  study  of  the  principles 
underlying  proper  furniture  construction.  Upholstering  and 
repairing  of  furniture  and  the  selection  of  reliable  materials 
in  making  purchases.  Finishing  and  the  care  of  furniture. 
Young  women  find  the  work  of  this  course  valuable  in  the 
care  of  the  home. 

Mechanical  Drawing  41,  42,  43,  51,  52,  53.  Elective.  Offered 
each  term.  Six  credits.  The  elementary  principles  of  mechan- 
ical drawing  and  their  application  in  practical  drafting. 
Problems  in  simple  objects  are  carefully  graded  up  to  and 
include  work  in  designing  simple  machines  with  complete 
working  drawings  and  the  drafting  of  complete  plans  for 
buildings. 

Printing  41.  Elective.  One  credit.  Offered  each  term.  The 
work  covers  the  fundamental  principles  of  composition  and 
press  work.  In  addition  to  studies  planned  to  teach  specific 
lessons,  students  are  given  opportunity  to  do  practical  work. 
After  reaching  certain  standards  of  proficiency  they  are  often 
given  work  for  which  they  receive  compensation. 

Manual  Training  Methods  41.  Elective.  Summer  term. 
One  credit.  This  course  is  planned  especially  for  teachers 
who  are  preparing  to  teach  in  the  rural  and  smaller  schools 
of  the  state  and  who  do  not  have  the  necessary  preparation 
to  enter  Manual  Training  Methods  51.  The  work  is  very 
concrete  and  exceptionally  helpful  when  time  is  limited. 

Turning  51.  Elective.  Offered  each  term,  including  sum- 
mer term.  One  credit.  A  study  of  the  elementary  principles 
of  wood  turning. 

Pattern  work  51.  Elective.  Offered  each  term.  One  credit. 
A  study  of  the  making  of  patterns  for  repairs  and  for  ma- 
chines in  general. 
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Farm  Carpentry  51  and  52.  Elective.  Offered  each  term. 
Two  credits.  Students  who  complete  this  course  should  be 
able  to  design  and  construct  buildings  usually  needed  about 
the  farm  home.  They  are  able  to  read  architects*  plans  and 
draw  plans  of  simple  structures. 

Organization  of  Manual  Training  51.  Elective.  Winter 
term.  One  credit.  The  selection  of  equipment  and  the  organi- 
zation of  classes  in  manual  training  in  rural,  consolidated, 
and  other  public  schools. 

Manual  Training  Methods  51.  Elective.  Spring  term.  One 
credit.  This  course  covers  the  special  work  in  methods 
required  of  those  preparing  to  teach  this  subject  in  any  of 
the  public  schools. 

Blacksmithing  51  and  52.  Elective.  Spirng  term.  Two 
credits.  This  course  covers  the  usual  processes  in  black- 
smithing  required  on  the  farm  and  in  rural  communities. 

Machine  Work  51,  52,  and  53.  Elective.  Each  term.  Three 
credits.  With  the  advance  in  modern  mechanical  appliances, 
knowledge  of  the  working  of  cold  metal  by  the  use  of  power- 
driven  tools  becomes  a  desirable  part  of  a  liberal  education. 
To  be  able  to  discuss  intelligently  the  advance  in  modern 
machinery  construction  and  to  be  intelligent  in  the  handling 
of  common  machines  is  an  advantage  to  every  teacher  in  the 
public  schools.  Chipping  and  filing  and  operation  of  machine 
tools  supply  a  foundation  for  a  broad  study  of  this  part  of 
industrial  ilfe. 

MATHEMATICS 

REQUIRED  COURSES: 

Algebra  11,  12,  13.  Prerequisite,  arithmetic  of  the  eighth 
grade.  Required  in  first  year.  Fall,  winter  and  spring  terms. 
Three  credits.  The  solution  of  a  system  of  simultaneous 
quadratics  of  two  unknowns  and  their  graphs. 

Geometry  21,  22,  and  23.  Prerequisite,  arithmetic  and  alge- 
bra. Required  in  second  year.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms. 
Three    credits.      The    mathematical    knowledge    essential    to 
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physics;  the  power  of  logical  steps;  ability  of  expression  in 
concise  English.     Plane  and  solid  geometry. 

Arithmetic  21.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  of  the  eighth 
grade.  Required  of  those  who  expect  to  teach  in  three  years. 
Winter  term.  One  credit.  Fundamentals  and  drills  in  arith- 
metic with  emphasis  upon  methods  for  presenting  them  in 
the  grades. 

Arithmetic  31.  Prerequisite,  Arithmetic  21.  Required  of 
those  who  expect  to  teach  after  the  third  year.  Winter 
term.  One  credit.  A  general  review  of  the  subject  with 
emphasis  on  the  applications  to  farm  accounts,  the  study  of 
dockage  and  grading  of  wheat. 

Review  Arithmetic  41.  Prerequisite,  algebra  and  geometry. 
Optional  in  fourth  year.  Fall,  winter,  or  spring  terms.  One 
credit.  A  review  of  the  subject  matter  of  arithmetic  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  elementary  school.  Each  topic  in  the 
course  is  considered  with  reference  to  the  requirements  of 
child  psychology  and  the  demands  of  industry.  The  subject 
of  dockage,  grain  grading,  and  moisture  testing  are  treated 
in  detail  with  complete  apparatus,  consisting  of  an  Emerson 
Wild  Oats  Separator,  Standard  Toledo  Percentage  Scales, 
Standard  Sieves,  8  oz.  brass  kettle  weight  tester,  fine  Troem- 
ner  grading  scales  and  moisture  tester. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

College  Algebra  41,  42,  and  43.  Prerequisite,  a  good  under- 
standing in  the  mathematics  offered  during  the  first  year. 
Elective  in  fourth  year.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Three 
credits.  Least  common  multiple  by  long  division,  theory  of 
indices,  surds,  imaginaries,  quadratics  and  their  graphs,  inde- 
terminate equations,  inequalities,  progressions,  functions  and 
the  theory  of  limits,  derivatives  of  simple  algebraic  functions, 
series  including  special  formulae  for  development  and  sum- 
mation, logarithms,  determinants,  and  the  elements  of  the 
theory  of  equations.  An  excellent  course  preparatory  to  the 
study  of  physics  for  students  who  can  elect  it  in  their  second 
year. 
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Trigonometry  51,  52,  and  53.  Prerequisites,  arithmetic, 
algebra,  geometry,  and  advanced  algebra.  Elective  in  fifth 
year.  Fall,  winter  and  spring  terms.  Three  credits.  Plane 
and  spherical  trigonometry,  manipulation  of  formulae ;  reduc- 
tion of  inverse  functions ;  trigonometric  equations ;  series 
exponential.  Hyperbolic  functions;  graphs  of  trigonometric 
and  inverse  functions ;  logarithms  and  trigonometric  function 
series.  De  Moivre's  theorem ;  physical  applications  and  theory 
of  wave  motion ;  problems  in  heights,  distances,  surveying  and 
sailing,  and  applications  of  spherical  trigonometry.  If  College 
Algebra  41,  42,  and  43  is  pursued  in  the  second  year,  it  is 
advisable  that  the  student  pursue  this  course  in  the  third 
year  for  the  best  possible  preparation  for  physics. 

Note — One  credit  will  be  given  for  any  one  term  of  any 
elective  to  be  used  in  the  completion  of  any  normal  school 
curriculum.  Three  terms  of  any  subject,  except  arithmetic 
must  be  taken  in  order  to  receive  credit  as  college  entrance 
requirements. 

MUSEUM 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Museum  Methods  41.  Elective  in  fourth  and  fifth  year. 
One  credit  for  two  periods  per  day.  One-half  credit  for  one 
period  per  day.  A  study  of  the  school  museum  with  practical 
training  in  school  museum  work. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL   MUSIC 

The  work  of  this  department  is  designed  to  give  young 
men  and  women  the  necessary  training  required  of  successful 
teachers  and  supervisors  of  music  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
state,  both  rural  and  urban.  In  addition  to  its  theoretical 
side,  the  work  is  made  practical  through  the  practice  teaching 
fn  the  Training  School,  and  the  preparation  and  presentation 
of  musical  programs  and   exercises  for  public   performance. 

The  work  best  adapted  for  use  in  each  grade  from  the 
primary  through  the  high  school  is  studied,  and  methods  of 
teaching  each  phase  of  public  school  music  are  mastered  and 
practised  under  expert  supervision.  Music  records  are  used 
with  the  Victor  machine  to  exemplify  the  most  modern  and 
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universally  approved  methods  of  teaching  music  in  rural  or 
graded  schools,  where  conveniences  of  training  in  voice  or 
music  may  otherwise  be  lacking.  Model  lessons  are  given  so 
that  children  with  no  previous  training  may  see,  hear  and 
imitate,  thus  acquiring  individual  ability  in  the  same  manner 
in  which  the  power  of  speech  is  acquired.  Attention  is  given 
to  the  training  of  supervisors  of  music  for  groups  of  rural, 
consolidated,  or  village  schools,  and  organizers  and  directors 
of  glee  clubs,  orchestras,  and  bands.  In  all  of  the  work 
emphasis  is  laid  on  initiative  and  leadership  in  the  prospective 
teacher  and  supervisor,  as  well  as  in  practical  and  technical 
training. 

SPECIAL  NOTICE 

Students  desiring  to  receive  special  preparation  and  recom- 
mendation for  the  teaching  of  public  school  music  are  required 
to  elect  Supervisor's  Methods  41,  42,  and  43  in  the  fourth 
year,  and  History  of  Music  and  Harmony  51,  52,  and  53  in  the 
fifth  year.  It  is  suggested  that  such  students  will  find  it 
advantageous  to  elect  also  three  terms  of  either  drawing, 
home  economics  or  physical  education. 

REQUIRED  COURSES: 

Singing  11.  Required  in  the  first  year.  Fall  term.  One- 
half  credit.  Students  are  taught  to  sing  many  of  the  best 
songs  with  particular  attention  to  good  tone  qualities,  articu- 
lation, and  correct  breathing,  and  phrasing.  The  theory  of 
music  and  practice  in  reading  music  at  sight. 

Singing  12.  Required  in  first  year.  One-half  credit.  Songs 
and  their  proper  rendition.  Drills  in  reading  music  at  sight. 
The  theory  of  music.  The  organization  of  rural  school  music 
and  study  of  best  material  to  be  used.  The  memorizing  of 
standard  patriotic  songs,  folk  songs,  and  a  few  of  the  great 
hymns. 

Singing  Methods  41.  Optional  in  fourth  year.  Twelve 
weeks.  Offered  each  term.  One  credit.  This  course  is 
designed  to  meet  the  needs,  in  music,  of  the  grade  and  rural 
teacher.     They    are    taught   many    songs,    given   methods    of 
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presenting    work,    and    taught    the    best    uses    of    the    Victor 
machine  in  the  schools. 

ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Supervisor's  Methods  41,  42,  43.  Elective  fall,  winter,  and 
spring  terms.  The  first  term's  work  is  offered  also  during 
the  summer.  Three  credits.  A  careful  study  of  the  material 
for  all  grades  and  high  school,  and  the  best  method  of  pre- 
sentation. A  study  and  comparison  of  the  various  public 
school  music  systems.  Training  in  conducting.  Each  student 
is  required  to  conduct  several  public  programs  before  gradua- 
tion. A  study  of  the  child's  voice  as  it  develops  through  the 
grades,  ear-training,  rapid  sight  singing,  and  artistic  rendition 
of  glees  and  choruses. 

History  of  Music  51,  52,  53  and  Harmony  51,  52,  53.  Elec- 
tive fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  Three  credits.  The  evo- 
lution of  music  from  the  earliest  time  to  1600.  European 
schools  of  music.  American  music  and  American  composers. 
Scales,  intervals,  and  easy  part  writing.  More  difficult  part 
writing.  All  inversions  of  triads  and  seventh  chords,  and 
modulations.  More  difficult  modulations,  suspensions,  organ- 
point  melody- writing  and  harmonizing,  and  musical   analysis. 

Music  Teaching  51,  52,  53.  Required  of  those  specializing 
in  music.  Fall,  winter,  and  spring  terms.  One-half  credit 
each  term.  Teaching  music  in  the  training  school  under  the 
supervision  of  the  head  of  the  department. 

MUSIC— PRIVATE   AND  CLASS  LESSONS. 

The  work  covers 
the  two  first  books  of  Hohinann's  violin  school,  studies  by 
Wohlfahrt,  Kaiser,  Hrimaly,  Jind  Sevcik,  duets  by  Gebauer, 
Pleyel  and  Mazas,  and  selections  by  Huber,  Sitt,  Dancla, 
Weiss  and  Bohm.

Pupils  are  expected  to  pay  for  lessons  in  advance  by  the 
term.  Payment  should  be  made  in  the  general  office  before 
the  pupil  takes  his  first  lesson.  In  no  instance  are  fees  re- 
funded except  in  the  case  of  serious  illness  on  the  part  of  the 
student.  Lessons  unavoidably  missed  are  usually  give  before 
the  close  of  the  term,  but  such  arrangements  must  be  made 
by  the  pupil  with  his  instructor. 

CLASS   LESSONS 

Class  lessons  in  violin  and  piano  are  offered  free  of  charge 
to  all  regular  students  in  the  Normal  school  and  pupils  of  the 
Training  school,  the  rate  to  others  being  $3.60  for  a  term  of 
twelve  weeks,  two  lessons  a  week. 
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Classes  in  voice  will  also  be  formed,  the  usual  fee  for  in- 
dividual lessons  being  pro-rated  among  the  members  of  each 
class. 

If  there  is  a  sufficient  demand,  classes  will  be  organized 
for  instruction  in  clarinet,  cornet,  and  other  orchestral  instru- 
ments. 

PRIMARY 

There  has  been  an  insistent  demand  for  teachers  especially 
trained  for  primary  work,  because  such  teachers  are  con- 
fronted with  problems  peculiar  to  the  beginning  grades  that 
do  not  appear  among  older  children.  To  prepare  teachers  to 
meet  this  demand  special  courses  have  been  arranged  to  give 
the  student  a  practical  knowledge  of  principles,  methods,  and 
subject  matter  of  primary  teaching. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  and  professional  studies  re- 
quired the  prospective  primary  teacher  pursues  courses  in 
primary  methods,  kindergarten  theory,  nature  study,  public 
school  music,  playground  and  schoolroom  games,  and  drawing- 
with  blackboard  sketching,   stenciling  and  clay  modeling. 

Theory,  practice  and  observation  will  be  carefully  combined 
and  looseleaf  notebooks  kept  in  such  wise  as  to  accumulate 
and  develop  the  best  material  for  courses  of  study  in  the 
first  two  grades.  The  work  of  this  course  can  be  completed 
in  two  years. 

Primary  Methods  41.  Fall  term.  Elective.  One  credit.  A 
study  of  the  reading  process ;  practical  methods  for  intro- 
ducing reading  and  maintaining  interest  in  beginners ;  prob- 
lems in  primer  work  and  later  development ;  discussion  and 
investigation  of  suitable  types  of  texts ;  relation  of  phonics,, 
dramatics,  spelling  and  writing. 

Primary  Methods  42. — Winter  term.  Elective.  One  credit. 
Numbers — a  study  of  methods,  materials  and  development  of 
courses  suitable  to  grades  one  and  two. 

Language — purpose  and  aims  developed  thru  literature, 
music,  geography  and  history.  Stress  will  be  laid  on  the 
project  process  and  typical  lessons  will  be  developed  for  both 
first  and  second  grades. 
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Primary  Methods  43.  Spring  term.  Elective.  One  credit. 
Primary  project  and  seat  work.  A  study  of  the  principles 
and  methods  which  give  educative  value  to  handwork  for 
young  children.  The  aim  is  to  discuss  and  use  practically 
materials  in  which  may  be  found  the  beginnings  of  art  and 
of  industry,  and  also  materials  which  meet  the  constructive 
instinct  as  it  functions  in  the  play  life  of  the  child. 

PSYCHOLOGY  AND   CHILD   STUDY 
REQUIRED  COURSES: 

Elementary  Psychology  31.  One  credit.  Required  only  of 
students  taking  curriculum  I.  An  elementary  introduction  to 
psychology  with  special  reference  to  principles  underlying 
problems  in  the  rural  school. 

Elementary  Psychology  32.  One  credit.  Required  only  of 
students  taking  curriculum  I  .  A  continuation  of  the  work 
begun  in  31  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychology  of  learn- 
ing and  studying. 

Psychology  41.  One  credit.  Required  in  the  fourth  year. 
A  beginner's  course  which  undertakes  a  survey  of  the  field  ©f 
psychology  with  the  aim  of  equipping  the  student  with  tfto 
ability  of  understanding  the  mental  processes  of  teacher  and 
pupil  in  school  procedure.  Simple  experiments  will  be  per- 
formed to  illustrate  principles.  Constant  reference  is  made  to 
the  application  of  psychology  to  problems  of  education. 

Child  Study  41.  One  credit.  Required  in  the  fourth  year. 
This  course  comprehends  the  study  of  the  child  as  a  biological 
and  psychological  organism  in  the  process  of  development. 
Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  physical  nature  and 
needs  of  the  child,  the  differences  between  the  child  and  the 
adult  and  the  optimum  conditions  for  his  fullest  development. 
Attempt  is  made  to  acquaint  the  prospective  teacher  with  the 
emotional,  cognitive,  moral  and.  aesthetic  nature  of  the  child. 
Outside  reading  and  reports  are  required.  Students  are  en- 
couraged  to  study  children  directly. 
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ELECTIVE  COURSES: 

Educational  Psychology  51.  The  learning  process  of  the 
child.  One  credit.  Students  must  elect  Educational  Psychol- 
ogy 51  or  Educational  Sociology  51.  Prerequisites,  Psychology 
41  and  Child  Study  41.  A  study  of  the  factors  which  secure 
and  condition  efficient  learning  on  the  part  of  the  child. 
Inquiry  is  made  into  the  native  responses  of  children,  the 
building  up  of-  perceptions,  association,  memory,  presentation 
of  material,  imaginal  and  learning  types,  transfer  of  training, 
logical  thinking  and  mental  hygiene.  Class  experiments  in 
the  learning  process  and  material  in  current  psychological 
journals  are  used.  Considerable  outside  reading  is  en- 
couraged. 

Educational  Psychology  52.  (The  psychology  of  the  prin- 
ciples underlying  the  teaching  of  the  elementary  school  sub- 
jects). Elective.  One  credit.  This  course  will  take  up  the 
modern  psychology  of  reading,  writing,  spelling,  drawing,  etc. 
Much  reading  from  current  educational  and  psychological 
magazines  is  encouraged.  Will  be  offered  any  term  on 
demand. 

Psychological  Measurements  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  Pre- 
requisites, Psychology  41,  41c,  51.  The  subject  matter  of  this 
course  deals  with  the  mental  abilities  of  the  normal,  sub- 
normal and  super-normal  child.  The  individual  differences  in 
children  as  influenced  and  determined  by  heredity,  sense 
defect,  social  conditions  and  hygienic  care  are  stressed. 
Practical  demonstrations  in  the  administering  of  mental  tests 
is  an  important  part  of  this  course.  Much  outside  reading  is 
encouraged.  Offered  once  a  year,  preferably  in  the  "fall  term. 
Offered  in  summer  school. 

Social  Psychology  51.  Elective.  One  credit.  Prerequisites,. 
Psychology  41,  and  Child  Study  41.  It  is  also  desirable  that 
students  have  Educational  Psychology  51  and  52.  This  course 
is  especially  designed  to  give  students  an  intelligent  under- 
standing of  the  forces  which  contribute  to  social  organization 
and  unity  that  they  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  understand 
the  communities  in  which  they  teach.  The  psychological 
relation    of   individuals   to    each    other    and   to    the   group    is 
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analyzed  through  instinct,  emotion,  intelligence,  sex  and  racial 
differences.  The  parallelism  between  organic  and  social  evo- 
lution is  stressed.  Topics  in  physical  and  cultural  anthropol- 
ogy are  taken  up.  The  student  is  given  large  opportunity  for 
outside  reading.  Offered  once  a  year,  preferably  in  spring 
term. 

SCIENCE 

The  department  of  science  is  so  organized  as  to  include  all 
the  courses  in  nature  study,  biology,  geography,  physics  and 
chemistry.  All  courses  are  organized  so  as  to  make  use  of 
the  laboratory  facilities  furnished  by  the  school. 

REQUIRED  COURSES: 

Physiology  11.  Required  in  the  first  year.  Fall  term.  One 
credit.  A  review  of  the  organs  of  the  body  and  their  func- 
tions will  be  given  so  that  a  better  understanding  may  be 
obtained  of  their  health  and  proper  care.  Text:  Davison's 
Human  Body  and  Health. 

Nature  Study  11.  Required  in  the  first  year.  Spring  term. 
One  credit.  A  study  of  plant  and  animal  life  in  the  field  so 
that  the  student  may  learn  to  know  his  surroundings  and 
enjoy  the  out-of-doors.  Topics  which  are  used  in  teaching  the 
subject  to  classes  of  children  are  emphasized — the  common 
birds,  insects,  flowers,  seeds,  trees,  etc 

Botany  21.  Required  in  the  second  year.  Spring  term. 
Three  hours  of  recitation  and  four  hours  of  laboratory  work 
each  week.  One  credit.  General  botany  treating  structure 
and  use  of  parts  of  the  plant  and  the  processes  going  on,  such 
as  transpiration,  photosynthesis  and  food  storage.  A  study 
of  bacteria,  molds,  smuts,  and  rusts  will  be  included.  For 
laboratory  and  field  work,  economic  plants  will  be  used  as 
far  as  possible. 

Zoology  31.  Required  in  the  third  year.  Winter  term. 
Three  hours  of  recitation  and  four  hours  of  laboratory.  One 
credit.  General  zoology,  emphasizing  insect  life,  but  includ- 
ing a  study  of  lower  forms  so  as  to  give  the  idea  of  the 
evolution  of  life  from  the  simple  to  the  complex. 
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General  Physics  31,  32,  33.  Required  in  the  third  year. 
Three  credits.  General  Chemistry  may  be  substituted  where 
desirable.  Designed  to  give  the  student  a  working  knowledge 
of  everyday  physics,  and  to  inculcate  habits  of  neatness,  order, 
speed  and  accuracy.  Laboratory  work  is  required.  Fee,  $1.00 
per  term.     Pall,  winter,  and  spring  terms. 

Physiography  21.  Required  in  second  year.  One  credit. 
Seven  periods  per  week.  The  fundamental  facts  and  prin- 
ciples of  physical  and  mathematical  geography  with  emphasis 
upan  the  great  agencies  modifying  the  earth's  relief,  observa- 
tion of  these  agencies  at  work,  the  controlling  features  of 
climate  and  the  conditions  governing  the  distribution  of  ilfe. 

Regional  Geography  21  and  22.  Required  in  second  year. 
Seven  periods  per  week.  Two  credits.  A  detailed  study  of 
North  America  to  show  the  relation  of  the  physical  features 
and  climate  to  the  distribution  of  industries  and  life.  A  study 
of  other  continents,  Europe  in  particular,  with  attention  to 
some  of  the  problems  of  economic  and  historical  geography. 

Review  Geography  41.  Optional  in  the  fourth  year.  Of- 
fered each  term.  One  credit.  An  attempt  is  made  to  give  a 
broad  view  of  the  meaning  of  geography  and  its  place  in  the 
school  curriculum.  A  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
mathematical  and  physical  geography  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  teacher,  with  a  view  to  selecting  the  material  best  suited 
to  the  various  grades.  Field  trips  and  special  emphasis  upon 
home  geography. 

ELECTIVE   COURSES: 

Nature  Study  41,  42.  Elective  in  fourth  or  fifth  year.  Na- 
ture Study  41  will  be  given  in  the  fall  as  one-half  credit,  and 
42  in  the  spring  as  a  whole  credit.  Field  work  to  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  common  birds,  trees,  flowers,  and  insects 
and  their  habitats.     Methods  of  teaching  nature  study. 

Biology  41,  42,  43.  Elective  in  fourth  or  fifth  year.  Three 
credits.  A  year  of  either  botany  or  zoology  may  be  elected 
and  the  class  will  be  organized  to  suit  the  preparation  and 
needs   of  the   students   enrolling. 
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Biology  Methods  51.  Elective  in  fifth  year.  One  credits 
One  or  two  students  selected  by  the  instructor  may  assist 
each  term  in  the  various  classes  in  biology.  This  will  give 
experience  in  laboratory  and  field  work  especially. 

General  Chemistry  41,  42,  43.  Elective  in  the  fourth  and 
fifth  years.  Three  credits.  An  especially  desirable  course 
for  students  of  Home  Economics  or  Agriculture.  Study  of 
photography,  dyes  and  paints,  and  the  preparation  of  products 
of  such  everyday  value  as  sugar,  starch,  glass,  alcohol,  steel, 
cement,  soap,  etc.  Laboratory  fee  $1.00  per  term.  Fall,  winter 
and  spring  terms. 

Teacher's  Physics  41.  Summer  term.  One-half  credit.  De- 
signed to  be  of  especial  aid  to  teachers  of  General  Science  or 
high  school  science  who  wish  to  strengthen  their  work,  and 
get  a  better  preparation  in  the  elements  of  the  subject.  High 
school  physics  is  desirable  as  a  prerequisite,  but  is  not 
essential. 

Household  Chemistry  51.  One-half  credit.  Elective  in 
third,  fourth  or  fifth  years.  This  course  is  designed  for  those 
who  wish  to  strengthen  their  knowledge  of  the  chemical  and 
commercial  preparation  of  food.  A  study  of  preservatives, 
adulterants,  substitutes,  etc.  An  especially  desirable  course 
for  students  and  teachers  of  Domestic  Science.  Some  knowl- 
edge of  chemistry  is  desirable,  but  not  essential  as  a  pre- 
requisite.    Laboratory   fee   $1.00. 

Regional  Geography  31.  Elective  in  third  year.  One  credit. 
A  study  of  the  life  and  products  of  the  regions  within  the 
tropics,  as  affected  by  climatic  and  physiographic  conditions. 

Teachers  Geography  41.  Elective  in  fourth  or  fifth  year. 
One  credit.  The  application  of  the  principles  of  geographic 
control  as  worked  out  in  Review  Geography  41  in  certain  type 
regions,  with  special  emphasis  on  methods  of  teaching  geog- 
raphy in  the  various  grades.  Review  Geography  41  is  a  pre- 
requisite. 

Field  Geography  41  and  42.  Elective.  One  credit  each. 
Given  at  the  close  of  summer  school.  A  field  geography  course 
including   a    visit   to    the   Bad   Lands,   Yellowstone   Park   and' 
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other  points  en  route.  The  second  course  is  a  continuation  of 
the  above  to  include  the  copper  producing  area  of  Great  Falls, 
Montana,  and  Glacier  National  Park.  For  exceptional  work 
and  time,  additional  credit  may  be  given.  Number  is  limited 
to  twenty-live.  Persons  wishing  to  take  this  course  should 
enroll  by  July  15.
